_ The assassination of Patrolman Thomas 
J. Ponder is about to become one of the 
shrouded murder mysteries of Atlanta. 

The guilt is yet to be fixed upon the 
party or parti¢s who committed the deed. 

The officers who went to work on the 
cese at first thought they had strong clews 
which would be certain to lead to the 
capture of the guilty person; but the 
developments yesterday did not strengthen 
their conclusions, and there was a shadow 
of dcubt upon their faces when they dis- 
cussed the matter. 

Early yesterday morning the chief of 
police was in his office, and with him were 
Captain Thompson and Captain Slaughter 
and the detectives who had been detailed 
to work on the case. For several hours 
they worked upon the new clews which came 
to light, and some important evidence was 
found; but the officers wanted more time, 
and the coroner decided to postpone an 
inquest until 10 o’clock this morning. 

New Evidence Discoveve:|, 

The coroner was with the police officers 

in the store of “iySteinau, at 44 Wall street, 


Ponder possibly ‘spoke to the man and 
asked him to surrender. The reply was a 
shot from a pistol. The officer returnéd the 
fire, and, altogether, there were five shots, 
three from tie officer and two from the 
thief. 

The Battle in the Darr. 

The desperate burglar had ensconced him- 
self behind a pile of boxes in the rear of 
the store and near the back door, which 
opened into an alley. Ponder knew he was 
there by the flash from the weapon. It 
was a quick and a terrible battle. Ponder 
fired in the direction where he supposed 
the assassin to be, while the burglar could 
distinguish the form of his victim. Both 
shots from the thief’s pistol took effect, 
one striking a brush in Ponder’s coat pock- 
et and the other piercing the right lung. 
The shot which hit the brush passed around 
the right side inflicting only a flesh wound; 
the ball which went through the lung first 
passed through a large signboard of the 
Pabst Brewing Cdémpany and which di- 
vided off a portion of the rear of the store. 

A careful inspection of the places where 
the holes were found shows that the balls 
from the policeman's pistol were fired in 
the direction of the pile of boxes where 
the assassin was hiding. One of the shots

Following these discoveries came another 
and the ninth arrest. The detectives came 
to the conclusion that Jule Wylie, a well- 
known man about town, was wanted, and 
they arrested him and locked him up in a 
cell. They declined to say what evidence 
they had against Wylie. He is not con- 
nected with the Steinau firm in any way, 
and is a pereon who has been under sus- 
piclon several times for alleged crooked- 
ness. 

From a close inspection of the scene of 
the murder, snd putting together of all 
the evidence now in the possession of the 
police authorities, it-is not hard to tell ex- 
actly how Ponder met his death; in fact, 
an account of the killing can now be given 
almost as accurate and correct as if told 
by an eye-witness who had seen the whole 
of the sad affair. 

How the Murder Occurrai 

The story ffom beginning to end is now 
believed to be as follows: 

About 6 o’clock Monday afterroon Patrol- 
man Ponder was walking along his beat on 
Wall street, and, as was his custom, he 
tried the doors opposite the union depot 
Which had been closed for the night. He 
Was seen io do this by two or three per- 
sons. When he reached the door of the 
wholesale liquor store of Louis Steinau, 4 
Wall street, he pushed the door and dis- 
covered that it was not locked. 

For weeks past the police of Atlanta have 
been on the watch for early burglaries, 
there having been a large number of them 
in the very heart of the city between the. 
hours of 6 and 12 o’¢lock. Ponder knew 
this, and when he ascertained that Steinau’s 


door was unlocked he at once concluded | 
that all was not right.

Baldwin Works Will Be Kept Busy

Senor Sagasta Sends a Cable Message 


to Senor Depuy de Lome. 

Madrid, November 9.—In response to a 
cable message from an official American 
source, Senor Sagasta, the premier, has 
sent the following declaration to Senor Du- 
puy DeLome, the 6panish minister at 
Washington: 

“So far as seeking a pretext to declare 
war against the United States, Spain would 
regard it aa a great misfortune were there 
an occasion for.any such unhappy resolu- 
tion. Animated as she is by the most ami- 
cable sentiments toward the great republic 
Spain hopen of America that the latter 
will do its utmost to fortify sentiments 
of friendship for the sake and welfare of 
both countries, while at the same time re- 
specting the rights of Spain.”

Birmingham, Ala., November 9.—(Special.) 
Governor Johnston today received a tele- 
gram from Sheriff Salmond, of Pickens 
county, asking for protection in carrying 
Bud’ Beard, the alleged negro rapist, from 
the Eutaw jail to Carrollton for a final 
trial. A mob has been trying to get Beard 
for the last week, and the soldiers have 
been stationed around the jail at Eutaw, 
where the negro was carried for protection, 
since Saturday.

“The woman had been subjected to the 
thirty-third degree by the police—to evé@ty 
known method of torment.

“The story that Mrs. Nack has told, and 
that she will be called upon to repeat, is 
full of dramatic interest. She has described 
at length her life with Guldensuppe in the 
little flat on Ninth avenve, near Thirty- 
fourth street. She quarreled with Lim fre- 
quently after Thorne appeared upon the 
scene. Guldensuppe was violent and 
abusive, and to rid themselves of him she 
and Thorne determined to kfll him. She in- 
duced hitn to go to Woodside to inspect a 
cottage which she had hired, as she told 
him, to conduct her business as a midwife. 
She sent him upstairs alone, and when she 
heard shots, she knew Thorne had cavried 
out his promise. 

‘The greatest difficulty was to obliterate 
the traces of the murder. The only plan 
that appeared safe and sure was to cut 
the remains into fragments small enough 
to be carted away without suspic en 
the body was cut, they hired a w d 
drove to Woodside. They threw of 
their bundles into the East river, but were 
then frightened by the approach of deck 
nands on the ferryboat, and they drove on 
until they found an unfrequented spot to 
leave what remained. The discovery of the 
body was followed within a few days by 
ker arrest.”

Thorn’s Trial Begins in Earnest in 3

The discovery of 
the lower part of the trunk from which 
the legs were severed half way between 
the thighs and knees. was then taken up, 
and every person who handled it until it 
was deposited with the morgue keeper was 
examined, and each in turn identified the 
papers, oil cloth and cheese cloth in which 
the part was wrapped. 

The rest of the afternoon was taken up 
by the examination of those who examined 
and inspected the bundle found floating at 
the Brooklyn navy yard and, as in the 
other two instances, their carrying of the 
limbs from the yard cobdock to the New 
York morgue at Bellevue hospital. 

Then the morgue keeper was put on the 
stand, and he testified to the accuracy of 
several photographs which he said were 
true representations of the portions of the 
body which are now in glass jars preserved 
for identification in the morgue. Lawyer 
Howe made several objections to the photo- 
géraphs being admitted as evidence. as the 
parts were still in the morgue keeper’s pos- 
session, and insisted that they should be 
produced in court.

Chicago, November 9.—Former Judge Vin- 
cent, who conducted the defense in the first 
trial of Adolph Luetgert, has withdrawn 
from the case. Private business affairs 
were given as the cause of his withdrawal. 

Attorney Phalen, who was associated 
with Judge Vincent during the famous 
trial and who today announced the latter’s 
withdrawal, will conduct the defense at the 
second hearing which, however, will not 
be called within six months. 

_Luetgert, who is confined in the county 
jail awaiting his second trial, admitted that 
Judge Vincent had withdrawn from the 
case. 

He exhibited a letter from Mr. Vincent, 
only a portion of which he would make 
rublic. The paragraph which he read said 
that, owing to the accumulation of private 
business during the lengthy trial, Judge 
Vincent felt compelled to withdraw from 
the case. His personal interests demanded 
attention and he did not feel justified in 
longer neglecting thein. 

He advised Luetgert to secure the ser- 
vices of some bright young attorney to 
assist Mr. Phalen in his defense. If a de- 
sirable man could not be secured, however, 
Judge Vincent expressed his entire willing- 
ness to again carry on the defense rather 
oot see the interests of his big client 
suffer. 


TRIBESMEN SLAUGHTERS SIEKHS. 


British Support Cut To Pieces by the 
Natives After Hot Fighting. 
Simla, November §.—The report that a na- 
tive officer and thirty-six Sikhs belonging 
to the Kurram column had been intercept- 
ed by tribesmen in a ravine and slaugh- 

tered is officially confirmed. 

It appears they were assisting in a re- 
connaissance up the Laurman, a river. 
Taking a short cut down hill they came 
to a ravine, where the grass of the jungle 
was burning. 

The flames spread so rapidly as to com- 
pletely cut off their retreat, and the tribes- 
men, seeing their predicament, swarmed 
on the higher ground, hurled down rocks 
upon them and closed around the men 
until the whole thirty-six were shot or cut 
down 

The Sikhs fought heroically until the very 
last, their officer killing two rebel chiefs 
with his own hands before he fell,

were taken from the body of the dead po- 
liceman and were fired from .a %38-caliber 
pistol by the murderer, and one which was

crime. He will state that when he left the 
store late Monday afternoon the safe was 
locked and the combination was turned, so 
that it could not have been opened by any 
one who was not acquainted with the com- 
bination. : 3 
Motives for the Burglary. 

In connection with this testimony will 
arise what motives the burglar had for 
entering and robbing the store. Right 
here is where there will come in a rather 
difficult problem to solve. If the theory of 
the officers is correct, some one connected 
with the firm of Louis Steinau burglarized 
the store, and consequently the person who 
is guilty of the murder is in some way 
interested in the firm’s business. Working 
Out this theory, there wiil have to be some 
supposition as to the nature of the boodle 
which the burglar was after. The officers 
say it may have been papers which were 
confined in the safe, or it may have been 
checks or notes, or possibly books which 


showed how much stock there ought to be 
on hand when the receiver took charge. 
But, on the other hand, it has been sug- 
gested that if such papers were wanted by 
Steinau or any one connected with his bus- 
iness they had ample time to take them 
before the receiver was appointed, as it is 
claimed they knew ‘what was coming.’’ 

The fact that Stelnau made a statement 
Monday night in which he said the bunch 
of keys found in the store were all old 
ones and out of use, and that subsequently 
the keys were fitted into the drawers of 
the safe, is being made much of by the 
officers at work on the cage, 

How Louis Steinau Talks. 

Yesterday morning Steinau was seen by 
a reporter of The Constitution, and when 
asked what explanation he had to make 
of his whereabouts when the murder was 
committed, he said: 

“While I can explain fhe whole matter 
and satisfy anybody as to my whereabouts 
and will do so at the proper time, I cannot 
talk about it now, as I have been advised 
by my attorneys not to make any statement 
until the right time arrives.’’ 

“But you were willing to talk last night,” 
he was told. 

“Yes, I stated then, and I repeat it now, 
I am innocent and I have no tear of the 
Outcome, but I cannot go into a detailed 
account of my whereabouts until the right 
time arrives.’’ 

“Where were you when you first heard 
of the killing?’’ he was asked. 

‘You will have to excuse me,” he replied, 
“from answering your questions.” 

Steinau is still kept in the detective office 
on the third floor of the police barracks, 
while his less favored associates in’ busi- 
ness, Julius Simon and Walter O’Quinn, 
are confined in cells down stairs in the 
prison. No one is allowed to see or speak 
to either of them except their attorneys. 

The only statements that O’Quinn and 
Simon have ever made are that they are 
innocent and were in the saloon when the 
shooting took place. 

They have been asked why it was they 
did not go out and investigate the shooting 
as soon as they heard the noise. Their 
reply to this was that they were busy and 
did not think the affair was as serious as 
it afterwards turned out to be. 

Yesterday morning Steinau, O’Quinn and 
Simon jointly retained Messrs. Goodwin & 
Westmoreland and Messrs. Spalding & 
King to defend them. Attorneys and clients 
held long interviews, but nothing was given 
out for publication. 

Evicence About the Burglary. 

While working with all their might on 
the murder case, the officers are also se- 
curing evidence which can be used in a 
prosecution for the burglary committed. It 
is said the police authorities have some 
evidence which will tend to show that the 
s.ore of Louis Steinau has been systemati- 
cally looted for a week or two past. In 
speaking of this feature of the case yester- 
day afternoon, “Chief Manly said: 

“I believe we will have strong ovidence 
by this time tomorrow which will point 
more directly to the person who killed 
Policeman Ponder. I am not in a position 
to say just now who we think is the guilty 
person. We had sufficient evidence to war- 
rant us in holding all the parties now un- 
der arrest. If there should not be enough 
testimony before the coroner’s jury to 
fasten the murder on the guilty person, I 
feel certain we will be enabled to indict 
those who are guilty of burglarizing the 


store.”’ 
After the Murderer’s Pistol. 


There is one thing connected with the 
assassination which the detectives want 
and want badly, but which so far they 
have not found, and that is the pistol with 
which the burglar murdered the officer, 

As soon as the crime was committed an 
effort was make to find the weapon. It 
was known that it was a 38-calibre pistol 
and that at least two chambers were 
empty. ) 

First the store was thoroughly searched, 
even the cellar being inspected. There were 
many places behind boxes and barrels 
where it might have been thrown, but it 
was not there. Then the suloon next door 
was searched, but no weapon could be seen. 
Lastly, the alley in the rear of the atore 
and through which the burglar ran after 
the murder was examined, but the fleeing 
assassin had not thrown it there. 

“O’Quinn was known to have had a pis- 
tol,” said an officer significantly yesterday 
afternoon, “and aif far he has failed to 
show what has ome of it.”

It runs from Loyd street, between 
Decatur and Wall, and extends back half- 
way to Pryor street.

Recently it has been torn up 
by the laying of a sewer and any person 
who walks through it will get their shoes 
covered with a sticky clay which is not 
easy to remove. | 

When the murderer shot Ponder he open- 
ed the door leading to the alley, or the 
doors, for there are two on the inside and 
another heavy double door on the outside. 
As he threw open the double doors he fell, 
in his haste, over a beer keg. It was at

said Dorsey, “and wore a dark suit of 


clothes. He stumbled out of the door and 
then turned as if he was about to shoot 
again, but finally ran off up the alley in 
the direction of the express office.” 

The officers have the size and shape of 
the track of a man which was discovered 
in the alley yesterday morning. 

That Little Bunch of Keys. 
The .little bunch of keys is playing an 


important part in tlie link of the chain 


which the officers are seeking to forge about 
the person who is guilty. The keys are 
seven in number and are all very small, 
with the exception of two, which belong to 
some door. None of the doors of the store 
could be opened with the two large keys, 


. but several of the smaller ones opened the 


drawers in the safe. 

When the keys were first found by the 
detectives in the store Monday night they 
at once concluded that they were the most 
important clew in their possession. To the 
bunch of keys was attached a small tag 
with a number, which had been issued by 
the Home Insurance Company. At tne or- 
fice of the company the detectives uascer- 
tained that the keys belonged to Louts 
Steinau. He stated the keys were old and 
had not been used in sume time. The books 
of the Home Insurance Company show that 
the tag on the hunch was issued to Steiniu 
about elght years ago. 

The detectives also believe there is an- 
other key to the front dcor which hasn’t 
shown up. To the réceiver only one key 
was given and {t was fastened to a tag as 
if it had not been much used... There are 
always two keys to the kind of lock on the 
door and that key is missing. 

Yesterday morning all sorts of false ru- 
mors were afloat in the city, one stating 
that Dorsey had identified “one of the men 
under arrest and. another that O’Quinn 
had confessed. All of these were abso- 
lutely without foundation. 

The scene of the tragedy was surrounded 
by a large crowd yesterday morning and 
the officers had much difficulty in keeping 
the people away from the doors. Hundreds 
of men and boys visited the place, anxious 
to have a look into the store where the 
brave officer fell at his post of duty. 

' Viewing the Dead Body. 

Yesterday morning many of the men con- 
nected with the police department called at 
the undertaking establishment of Meyer & 
Co., on East Hunter street, and viewed the 
body of their dead associate. There were 
tears in their eyes, and every one had a 
good wurd to say about him as an officer 
and a man. 

“He was quiet and had not much to say,” 
was the general comment, “‘but he could al- 
ways be depended upon to do his full duty. 
He was never known to violate the rules 
of the police department and was faithful 
at all times to every duty of life.” 

Coroner’s Inquest Today. 

Great interest will center in the inquest 
which will be held by the coroner ths 
morning at the police barracks at 10 o’clock, 
The jury of siv men has been empaneled 
and Captain E. C. Murphy will act as fore- 
man. The coroner, would not state who the 
other member of the jury were. 

Last night City,Attorney James A. An- 
derpson was closeted with Captain Slaughter 
for an hour or more and he will conduct 
the investigation for the city. He will in- 
troduce the witnesses by which the detec- 
tives will endeavor to substantiate. their 
theory of the case: The death of Patrol- 
man Ponder will be shown and then evi- 
dence will be intféduced-to show the loca- 
tion of the store ald how the officer was 
found when dying. 

W. C. Dorsey will be placed on the stand, 
and it has been said that the officers ex- 
péct him to state point blank who it was 
he saw run out of the rear door of the store 
after the shooting. If he does this he will 
tell more than he has so far made public, 
and there will then be testimony go!ng to 
show that a man could be identified from 
the window occupied by the laundry and 
from which Dorsey saw the fleeing mur- 
derer. 

The keys and their history will come in 
for an important part of the investiga- 
tion. 

Receiver Blackburn will make a state- 
ment about the business affairs of Louis 
Steinau and he will tell of hs visit to 
the store and how he left the doors and 
the iron safe. . 

Then it will be shown in what condition 
the front door Was discovered and how 
the safe was found open. 

The balls found in the body of the dead 
officer will be put in evidence, 

All the officers connected with the case 
will testify as to the developments in the 
case and will tell all they know about 
the murder. 5 

What Will the Defense Do? 

Exactly what line w.ll be pursued by 
the defense is not known, as the attorneys 
have given no intimation of their inten- 
tions. It may be they will introduce no 
evidence at all and will not make any ef- 
fort at a defense, trusting to the lack of 
direct evidence on the part of the city. 
If any evidence is introduced, it will doubt- 
less be in the nature of testimony to prove 
for the defendants an alib!. O’Quinn, Si- 
mon and Steinau and the three negroes 
will all try to show that they were at some 
other place when the shooting took place. 

If the men under arrest undertake to 
defend themselves, they will doubtless 
make statements, and if they do, it will 
make a most interesting part of the pro- 
ceedings. It looks, however, as if the a- 
fendants will remain quiet and have no 
part in the inquest. 

If Dorsey makes a statement and re- 
veals the name of the person he saw, it 
will create a most profound sensation. 

It is probable that the inquest will last 
two or three days and may be continued 
after partial investigation has been made. 
This is often done when the officers are 
working up evidence. 

“We intend to have a full and fair in- 
vestigation,” said the coroner yesterday, 
“and we will be in no hurry, but will give 
all parties concerned ample time to intro- 
duce any evidence which may have a 
bearing on the cage. it will be ovr earnest 
endeavor to get at the truth without fear

J At high noon today, a furious volume of 
flames burst through the roof of the east- 
ern wing ef the negro building at the 
Georgia lunatic asylum, and with stub- 
born resistance has baffied the combined 


powers of the fire departments of .Mill- | 


edgeville and Macon until it has com- 
pletely laid waste the colossal structure in 
which the state had housed nearly a thou- 
-gand colored lunatics. 
Hustling Out the Lunatics. 

Without « moment's delay after the fire 
was discovered, the guards were summoned 
to the scene, the huge gates flung wide 


open, the ceil doors bursted loose and the | 


hundreds of negro lunatics driven out of 
the door of the building into the yards 
to the rear, where, like cattle, they were 
guarded until other buildings could be va- 
eated for their custody. 

It was a wild scene of consternation 
wiich beggars description. 
Madmen leaped high in the air, psll-mell 
over each other, screaming, shouting, sing- 
ing and praying, many of them being mur- 
derous fiends sent to the asylum instead 
of the gallows by 
lawyers, and many dangerous, 


wretches no better than brutes. Shouting 


and singing, crying and laughing in fiendish, , 


idiotic glee, while the flames leaped high, 


ners of the yard,

ews two white detaches could be vacated,

as “the old fourteenth.”’ 
Macon Called Upon for Heip. 

Meanwhile the asylum fire apparatus was 
brought out, and the men, within five min- 
utes after the alarm was sounded, had a 
stream pouring upon the roof. 

The fire had originated in the attic of the 
eastern wing, which is the apartment for 
the colored females. The firemen worked 
diligently for an hour and a half, but find- 
ing that their efforts were held in mockery 
by the fire fiend, a telegram was sent to 
Macon asking the fire department of that 
city be sent to the rescue. 

Within half an hour Chief Munroe Jones, 
of the Macon department, had an engine 
and apparatus on a flat car and a special 
train brought them and fifteen or twenty- 
five firemen tO Milledgeville within an hour’s 
time. When they arrived on the scene the 
erowds of lunatics had been carried out of 
the way and safely housed, one patient, 
Rebecca Arnold, falling dead on the way. 

The Fire Under Control. 

Chief Jones, of the Macon department, 
quickly turned his force to work upon the 
flames, which, by this time, were advancing 
with terrific determination well across the 
center structure and upon the southern 
“L” of the building. 

It was three hcuvrs of hard fighting before 
the fire was in the slightest subdued. The 
entire eastern wing and the main structure 
Were entirely gutted, completely disem- 
bowled of their hcr.eycomb of cells and 
fleoring from the roof down through the 
three stories to the ground. The huZge brick 
Walls at a late hour tonight are in great 
danger of tumbling down, and sentineis 
are guarding the grounds. to keep the 
crowds back, while the flames at midnight 
are still feeling hungrily into the eaves of 
the western end of the building. 

Dr. Powell Talks. 

When Dr. Powell was seen by The Con- 
&titution tonight, he said: 

“The building will be almost totally de- 


stroyed, and we are enabled te save but ! 


little of the furniture. The cost of con- 
structing the negro building was $90,000 
originally, and within the past year the two 
‘L's’ have been added at a cost of $30,000 
each. The insurance on the building is $71,- 
000. I don't think we will entirely lose the 
heating apparatus, which will save the 
State a great expense.

We have dozens, if not hun- 
dreds, of pryromaniacs here, meaning luna- 
tics who are crazed with the desire to burn 
and destroy, and this fire will set them 
every One astir. We should have something 
done at once to prevent this. If we can get 
the insurance money immediately we ought 
to begin the rebuilding. I shall call a meet- 
ing of the bord of trustees at once. It 
may be necessary for. the legislature to 
make an appropriation to meet the emer- 
gency.’’ 
Lunatics Enjoyed the Blaze. 

Dr. Powell is greatly disturbed. He its 
fearful of further work of destruction by 
the inmates.

Athens, Ga., November 9.—(Special.)— 
“General” G. W. Bailey (Tank Kee) was 
brought to taw this morning in The Athens 
Banner office. 

Editor Carlton had given him sufficient 
time to disprove the charges made in The 
Atlanta Constitution recently that he had 
written slanderous articles on the south and 
published them in a Nevada, Ia., paper. 

This morning Dr. Carlton sent for him 
and demanded his proofs and the name of 
the mythical man in Mississippi upon 
whom he lays the blame for all the letters 
reproduced in The Constitution. 

Bailey would not give the name, but said 
he would telegraph him for an affidavit. 
That was all that could be got out of him 
on that subject. 

Dr. Carlton told him very plainly that 
unless he produced the proof he would have 
to shake the dust of Athens off his 
feet in a hurry, and in tomorrow’s issue of 
The Banner will appear the following ed- 
itorial, which is likewise a news story with 
sensational features: 


G. W. Bailey, Alias Tank Kee. 

Recently The Atlanta Constitution has 
published a number of extracts from letters 
written to The Nevada Representative, ac- 
credited to one G. W. Bailey, who is now 
here in Athens, and in: which he is very 
abusive of the south and her people, espe- 
Clally our southern ladies. In justice to 
this slanderer, and more especially those 
who brought him here and who have be- 
friended him up to this development of his 
true character, we have awaited saying 
anything, he (Bailey) claiming that he coulda 
establish his innocence of the ‘charges 
brought against him. We have waited 
patiently for some. days, but as yet he has 
furnished no evidence to disprove his au- 
thorship of these published slanders. He 
claims that he consented to the use of his 
name by a certain man of Mississippi, and 
that this Mississippian and not he (Bailey) 
was the author of these letters written to 
The Nevada Representative. He also pro- 
duces other letters to this same paper, 
which he claims the authorship of, and in 
which he speaks laudatory of the south, 
and the same people which in the other 
letters are so slandered and abused. It is 
remarkably strange that this Nevada pa- 
per should publish from the same corres- 
pondent communications so utterly contra- 
dictory of each other, and at first we were 
disposed to think there was some founda- 
tion for Bailey’s statement denying the 
responsibility of the slanderous communi- 
cations. But when insisted upon to give 
the name of the young man in Mississippi 
who used his name, he refused and still 
refuses to give it. In addition to this, we 
have been shown letters from Iowa in 
which it is positively affirmed that one of 
the editors and proprietors of The Nevada 
Representative stated that Bailey himseif 
had been written to by this editor in re- 
gard to these slanderous communications 
and that he (Bailey) wrote back to the 
editors of this paper, asking that they say 
nothing about it. and not to pay any atten- 
tion to the telegram of inquiry from The 
Atlanta Constitution. 

These facts, together with such conduct 
as he has been guilty of since being in 
Athens, seem to fasten the authorship of 
these slanders upon Bailey ¢himself, from 
which he seems unable to escape, and 
which fully convince us of his perfect 
guilt. In the same letter from lowa it is 
stated that this same Bailey had trouble 
in that state as well as Mississippi, and 
that he bore a very unsavory reputation 
in that portion of the west in which he 
sought to plant these slanders upon the 
south and her people. It is also stated that 
he, when there, was. a victim of the opium 
habit, being what is called a “dope fiend.”

Definite Mining News from Rabun, 
Gilmer, Cherokee, White Counties.

Encouraging news reaches this place of 
progress in mining circles in Rabun, Gil- 
mer, Cherokee and White counties. White 
and Gilmer particularly are.surprising the 
local experts. Syndicates, northern, Eng- 
lish and domestic,,are going to work in 
these counties in earnest—they are not in- 
fiating fanciful bubbles’ nor juggling with 
northwest Georga mines for speculating 
purposes. They are in it for legitimate 
returns. 

In Rabun the R. K. Reeves mine contin- 
ues to show valuable deposits and is being 
profitably worked. The Hamby, in White, 
is yielding plenty of $300 ore, and other 
recent finds have been pleasantly surpris- 
ing. White is on a healthy boom and 
new mines are gong down and new ma- 
chinery is going up. In Dawson, where 
there has been hitherto little mining, there 
,is some talk of dredging the Etowah. In 
Cherokee OChio capitalists, with Mr. A. J. 
Warner as supervisor, and on their prop- 
erty, some six miles’ from Canton, have 
invested some $75,00 in improvements, A 
large plant will be put in immediateiy and 
extensive work begun. At the old Chero- 
kee mines the Pope Bros. Company is 
pushing ahead, having already spent a 
large amount of capitol in develop ng. Their 
new plant will represent an investment of 
$0,000. They have secured a good hydraulic 
position and there are indications of deep 
mining in the underground shafts. But

enal progress. John Gaffney, of St. Louis, 
who made such a splendid dynamite shot 
recently in the Lucky Eight mine on the 
Cartecay river, near Ellijay, is still work- 
ing.

There 
are thousands of doliars worth of gold in 
sight, and guards have been necessary at 
times around the mines, 


A BRITISH CONSUL SKIPS OUD. 


He Cheated His Own People and Now 
Deserts His Family. 

Savannah, Ga., November 9.—(Special.)— 
Walter Robertson, British vice consul here, 
who was suspended a few days ago, has 
left the city suddenly, deserting his wife 
and little daughter, carrying with him the 
money belonging to several sailors who 
were paid off before him, and leaving nu- 
merous unsettled obligations, His wife has 
sold out her household goods and is pre- 
paring to return to her people in England. 
A large sum of money was paid over to 
Robertson some time ago by the United 
States court for the saflors of the bark 
Nevada, which came in here about five 
years ago in distress. The sailors returned 
to England, but hearing nothing from their 
money an investigation was called for. 
This investigation led to Robertson's sus- 
pension. The records of his office have been 
found in bad shape, and numerous irregu- 
jiarities were discovered.

It is also found he was 
in the habit of charging sailors from $1 to 
$2 for settling their accounts for them. His 
whereabouts is unknown, and his wife and 
child are in distress, having scarcely been 
able to raise enough money to get them 
back to England. HRobertson was a heavy 
drinker. It is suid ne feared arrest and 
made haste to get out of the way.

Brilliant Clergyman Comes from South- 
west Texas. 


CURIOSITY AS TO HIS VIEWS| 


He May Not Be Quite So Aggressive 
as Dr. Monk. 


UNCLE OWENS HAS A DREAM 


It Stirs Up the Male Population of 
East Macon and They Are Look- 
ing for Something Serious.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., November 9.—News was receivea 
in Macon today that Dr. Monk’s place as 
pastor of the Mutberry Street Methodist 
church will be filled by Dr. W. W. Pinson, 
who comes from southwestern Texas to 
take the pastorate of this church at the 
instance of Bishop Key. 

Dr. Pinson is known as one of the greai- 
est pillars in the Southwestehn Texas con- 
ference, and is one of the most prominent 
divines of that entire section of the coun- 
try. He ts forty years old and has 
preached the greater part of his life in 
Austin, Tex., and other cities in that éec- 
tion. We has a family consisting of Mrs. 
Pinson ana two children, and it is under- 
stood he will accept ‘the call, and will come 
to Macon within the next few weeks to 
take charge. The term of Dr. Monk's pas- 
torate was not out until] the Ist of Decem- 
ver, but owing ‘to his call te take charge 
of the Centenary in Chattanooga, he gave 
up the church here and went to Chatta- 
nooga about two wecks ago. 

Mulberry Street church is the leading 
Methodist church in this section of the 
state, having a congregation numbering 
nearly 1,000 members. Dr. Monk’s career 
as pastor has done much toward spread- 
ing the fame of this church and its great 
work for the moral side of Macon and 
the purification of city government. 

It is not Known whether Dr. Pinson is 
of the type of minister that Dr. Monk 
proved here or not. That is to say, it is 
not known whether he will continue the 
fight Dr. Monk had waged upsparingly up- 
on'‘the city government, the barrooms, pool- 
rooms and the places of iniquity in the 
tenderloin districts of the city, or whether 
he will prove a more conservative preach- 
er, removed from the sensationalisms 01 
caustic criticisms from the pulpit.

Not many days ago old Uncle Anderson 
Owens, a good and faithful old relic 
Slavery days who has been living with 
Colonel B. D. Lumbsden all his life, ana 
who belonged to Colonel Lumbsden’s father 
in the ante-bellum days, had a dream, He 
dreamed that an angel had come down 
from the skies while he was asleep ana 
called unto him, saying: “Uncle Andy, 
you must go to church!’ He awoke and 
answered: ‘Why so?” The voice spoke 
to him again, gently, kindly and said: 
“You must go 'to church for your soul's 
sake. Do so and you shall be saved.”’ 

The old darky in simple, childlike faith 
went to Colonel Lumbsden and said: ‘‘“Mar- 
ster, I had a dream last night and a voice 
from the skies told me to go to church. I 
have been a sinner all my days, but this 
voice said if I would go to church I woula 
be saved without having to wait.” 

Colonel Lumbsden heard his story,. ana 
said kindly: ‘Well, Uncle Anderson, 1 
think if I were in your place I would go 
to church and see what was in store for 
me.”” He did so. 

The next day Uncle Anderson was seen 
to walk into his house, call out his fittle 
dog and walk out agairf. Something seemea 
to be ‘“‘on his mind,’’ so the darkies say. 
He walked off from the place and has 
never been seen or heard from since. 
Searches have been made everywhere in 
the neighborhood with no avail. It is be- 
lieved by the whites that somebody has 
killed him, or he has killed himself, prob- 
ably jumping in the river. The darkies, 
however, take another view of it. They 
believe that Uncle Anderson has gone to 
his reward without dying.

ARRANGING FOR CONFERENCE. 


British, Canadians and Americans 


Will Be Brought Together. 

Washington, November 9.—General Fos- 
ter and Sir Julian Pauncefote conferred to- 
day as to the arrangements for the meet- 
ing of British, Canadian and American 
representatives relative to Bering sea. 

A general understanding was reached 
that the arrival today of Sir Wilfred Lau- 
rier and party would permit the meeting 
to open Thursday. The Britisr. ambassa- 
dor will accompany the premier to the 
wbite house tomorrow morning and in- 
troduce him to the president. This will 
be a call of courtesy, only, however. 

The British embassy has extended an _in- 
vitation of Sir Wilfred to be a guest dur- 
ing his stay here, but he has determined 
to remain at the Shoreham, where quar- 
ters have been engaged. 

It is now definitely decided that the com- 
ing meeting will take much broader scope 
than was first anticipated. At the outset 
there will be a comparison of notes be- 
tween the seal experte—Mr. Hamlin, for 
the United States; Professor Thompson, 
for Great Britain, and Professor Mocaun 
for Canada. The ansAtan premier and 
Sir Louis Davies, Sir Julian Pauncefote 
and General Foster will be present in an 
unofficial capacity, ready to take up the 
larger phases of the question when the 
sea! experts have concluded their exchange 
of technical information. It is said that 
th relations existing between Great Britain 
and Canada make it essential that. all 
auestions of an impartial character should 
be concluded by the direct representtives 
of the imperial government. At the same 
time the presence of the Canadian pre- 
mier is expected to assist in reaching 
speedy conclusions without the usual de- 
lavs of acting through the British forei¢n 
office. The formal execution of these con- 
clusions would 4devoive entirely upon the 
imperial authorities in London and their 
representative here, the British embassa- 
dor. 

It was said at the atate denartment today 
that the first oblect would be to reach a 
settlement on the Bering sea question. 
and with that out of the way. there would 
be every disposition to favorable confer- 
ence on border immigration, Canadian- 
American interests in the Klondike, reci- 
procitv. and the other questions which 
Sir Wilfred and h's associates regard as 
paramount to the Bering sea issue.

FPhiladelpfiila, November 9.—The annug 
meeting of the National Baseball League 
was opened at the Hotel Walton today, bur 
ait a much later hour than was expected. 

Among the notable arrivals this morning 
were ‘Manager Adrian C. Anson, of Chica- 
eo; Chris von der Ahe, of St. Louis, and 
George and Earle Wagner, of Washington. 

The official programme of the national 
league gathering moved rather slowly, bur 
the rumors of deals grew thicker and thick- 
er as the day and night progressed. The 
board of directors of the league convenea 
shortly after 12 o’clock, and disposed of a 
few rather unimportant appeals from play- 
ers who had erievances, the points of the 
appeals in each instance being summarily 
disallowed and dismissed. 

President Young was authorized to es- 
tablish an office in the business section of 
Washington for the transaction of the 
league business, and the Boston club was 
officially awarded the championship of 1897. 

The national board of arbitration then 
got together to dispose of matters unfin- 
ished at last nigh't’s session. The most 
important subject before the board was the 
petition of the class A leagues for a modifi- 
cation of the drafting clauses of the na- 
tional agreement. The petition as pre- 
sented met with no opposition in the boara, 
and it was decided that its provision 
should be recommended to the national 
league for adoption. 

The suggestion change in the rules for 
drafting, which will be without doubt 
indorsed by the league, provides that no 
player can be drafted by the national league 
unless he shall have served at least two 
years in the class A league, from which the 
draft is desired to be made. Class A con- 
sists of the Eastern and the Western anda 
the Atlantic leagues, No change was askea 
by the minor leagues in the drafting price, 
which will, therefore, remain at $500. 

The change In the drafting rule does not 
prevent the purchase of any minor league 
player by a national league club through 
mutual agreement of the clubs interested, 
and transfers from the minor to the major 
league through purchase or trades can at 
any time be made as heretofore. 

On suggestion of John T. Brush, an 
amendment to the drafting clause was 
also recommended to the league for approv. 
al, which grants permission to the national 
league clubs 'to loan a player to 4% minor 
league club with the understanding that 
the player can be recalled on thirty days 
notice, 

The reported purehase of Clement by 
Boston and Grady. by New York, was pos!- 
tively denied this evening by the elub own- 
ers of thase cities. 

The Philadelphia club is endeavoring to 
effect a deal with St. Louls by which Monte 
Cross, Catcher Douglas and Pitcher Deno- 
hue can be brought to Philadelphia. It is 
said Von de Ahe has been offered Taylor, 
Clements, Nash and Lave Cross for the 
three players named or any three of them 
for Monte Cross and Douelas.

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BILL FOR A CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION FAVORABLY REPORTED 


But Delegates Are To Serve Without Pay and 
Are To Be Elected Ten from Each 
Congressional District. 


“CHILD LABOR BILL KILLED 


‘Mi. Knowles Saves His Library 
Commission Affer a tight 


SENATE 1S AGAINST = CIGARETTES 


Uncle Joe Mansfield Introduces His 
Bill To Legalize Prize Figats. 
The Senate Does Practically 
Nothing, but Lower 
House Works 
Hard. 


It becomes more certain every day that 
the present legislature will make provi- 
gion for the holding of a constitutional 
convention. The necess:ty of replacing the 
present patchwork constitution of the 
state with a brand new one is recognized 
‘by all the members, but there are many 
who have opposed a convention because of 
its cost to the taxpayers. Of the several 
bills introduced in both houses looking to 
this matter, all suggested appropriations. 
and this fact made the outlook some- 
what discouraging. Even the enactment of 
a bill to submit the matter to a vote of 
the people was opposed on the same 
ground. 

But the friends of the idea in the house 
have found the way to overcome this ob- 
fection. Yesterday Mr. Boynton, of Cal- 
houn, chairman of the committee on con- 
stitutional amendments of the lower body. 
mede a report on the bill introduced by 
"Mr. Enn's, of Floyd, the second day of 
the present session. The report is favora- 
ble, but the Ennis bill is substituted by 
another, wh'ch was framed in commi*tee. 


It provides for the holding of a constitu- | 


tional convent'‘on on the first Wednesday 
in July, 1898, to be composed of ten dele- 
gates from each congressional district, 
who are to serve without salary and to 
pay their own expenses. The Ennis bill 
‘carried an appropriation of $650,000 and 
proposed the election of two delegates for 
each representative in the leg’slature. 

The substitute bill will probably pass. 
‘After quite a lengthy debate, the house 
killed Representative Craig’s bill to abol- 
ish child labor. The discussion took up 
most of the session and was participated 
in by a score or more of members. The 
argument used against the bil was that it 
would discourage industrial enterprises fn 
the south, and especially in Georgia, where 
that sort of enterprise is very much in 
need of encouragement just now. During 
the debate the house seemed to be pretty 
evenly divided, but on roll call the yeas 
werg only 29, while the nays»were 98. 
Craig gave notice that he would move a 
_reconsideration this morn'ng. 

Mr. Knowles’s gameness saved the life 
of his bill, providing for the appointment 
of a library commission, and it is al- 
most certain now that the measure will 
“be enacted into law at the present ses- 
sion. He secured a reconsiderat’on of the 
vote by which the b'll was lost the day 
before, and then had it recommitted to the 
library committee. He promised the house 
-that unless he could get a favorable report 
from the committee he would not press the 
matter any further, and ttis eminently 
-fair proposition seemed to sult everybody. 
‘There is no. doubt that he will succeed 
.g0 far as the committee ‘s concerned. 

Several measures of importance were pre- 
-gented in both houses. 
Mansfield introduced his bill to legatize 
prize fighting, and Mr. Calvin, of Rich- 
mond, presented an important joint resolu- 


«tion prov:ding for the appointment by the

THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Child Labor Bill Killed After a Long 
and Somewhat Exciting Debate. 


The first business in the house was the 
consideration of a motion by Mr. Knowles, 
of Fulton, to reconsider his Hbrafy bill, 
which was lost the preceding day. Mr. 
Knowles made a short-speech, calling for 
a reconsideration, and said that if the 
library committee did not report his bill 
favorably, he would not try to secure its 
passage. The motion for a reconsideration 
was passed by a vote of 59 to 44. Mr. 
Knowles will not press his bill for some 
daavs. . 

Mr. Thomas, of Clarke, made a motion to 
secure a reconsideration of his bill to pro- 
hibit running- horses with others out of 
their class. The motion was lost, and the 
Georgia county fairs will stili be open to 
the foreign ‘‘ringers.”’ 

Jury Instead of Judge. 

Mr. Berry, of Whitfield, moved to take 
up the senate bill which provides settle- 
ment of all questions of fact in litigation 
by the jury instead of referring it to a 
judge or auditor. Mr. Berry was strongiy 
in favor of this bill. He said that the ques- 
tions of fact should be settled by a jury. 
He believed in jury trials, and did not 
believe in breaking the precedent of cen- 
turies by legislation which was in the in- 
terest of monopoly and trust corporations. 
He wanted to stop the attacks upon the 
jury system. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, was oprosed to the 
bill He suid that there were certain cases 
that it would be impracticable to try by a 
jury. He was as much in favor of jury 
trials as any one, but believed in taking a 
common sense view of the question. Mr. 
Copeland, of Waiker, spoke for the Dill. 
He said a jury could make calculations and 
consider evidence as well as an auditor, 
and declared that there was too much one- 
man power in the state. The discussion of 
the bill was discontinued at 10 o’clock, us 
that was the hour for the special urder, the 
child labor bill. 

The Child Labor Bill. 

The feature of the day in the house was 
the famous child labor bill introduced last 
session by Mr. Craig, of Bibb. This Dill 
came up as the special order for 10 o'clock. 
It has been repeatedly assigned before, but 
the enemies of the measure ad systematic- 
ally worked to postpone action. Yesterday 
the house determined to consider the pas- 
sage of the bill then and there. The report 
of the committee was favorable to the 
passage of the bill. It soon become ap- 
parent, however, that the bill would never 
pass without a very hard fight. There had 
been a great deal of lobbying, so charged, 
and a persistent effort had been made tu 
defeat the bill before it came up. 

Mr. Craig’s bill, as it was sent back from 
the committee, proposed to prohibit the 
employment of child labor in cotton fac- 
tories from the time they are a few years 
old. The bill prohibited the employment of 
a child under thirteen years of age. Mr. 
Rudicil, of Chattooga county, made the 
first determined assault: upon the bill. He 
aid not rush squarely against the measure, 
but sought to undermine it and sap its 
His amend- 
ment proposed to make the bill not apply 
to manufactories of cotton goods and man- 
ufactories of like character. At first this 
innocent looRing amendment did not excite 
any comment, and would have probably 
passed, as did several other amendments, 
without notice if some friend of Mr. Craig’s 
bill had not recognized in the amendment 
a death blow to the Dill. 

Killing by Inches. 

Mr. Reid, of Bibb, asked that the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Rudicil be again read. 
He then opposed the amendment and said 
that its effect was to kill the bill and defeat 
the very purpose for which Mr. Craig was 
striving. The aim of the bill was to stop 
little children from working in cotton fac- 
torics, and if Mr. Rudicil’s amendment 
were to pass, the children would be allowed 
to work in the cetton factories just the 
arr Rudicil then offered a letter from a 
cotton manufacturer. Mr. Longley asked 
that he send the letter to the clerk's desk. 
This somewhat confused Mr, Rudicil, who 
tore off a portion of the letter, but he ex- 
plained it by seying that the torn portion 
wes personal. Mr. Craig, the author of 
the bill, arose and made a very earnest 
protest against the amendment offered by 
the gentleman from Chattooga. He said 
that he wanted hs bill to pass and to be- 
come effective, but that if the amendment 
was adopted the bill would undoubtedly be 
Inst, and even if passed would not have 
the desired effect. 

Mr. Boynton, of Spalding, spoke in favor 
of the amendment. He said that Mr. 
Cra'g’s bill woull drive many famiiles out 
of the state. Mr. Boynton is from Griffin 
where there are very large cotton factory 
interests. He said that the responsibil ty

No better law could 
be enacted than to make it obligatory on 
parents to educate their children under 
twelve years of age. Every man who has 
favored this amendment is directly or 
indirectly interested in cotton mills. This 
is a noticeable fact. Why, these men who 
own the cotton mills say: 

“ “What will the poor people do if this 
bill is passed? The people will suffer.’ 

“Oh, it isn’t the children who would 
suffer, and they know it. It is the men 
who own the mills that will suffer. Right 
there in my own city of Athens [I know 
that the mill men hire little children to 
do work for 20 per cent of what they would 
have to pay grown men and women to do. 
These factories are not working for the 
poor children. Did you ever hear of a 
corporation that was working in the in- 
terest of the people? I[ tell you, gentile 
men, if this amendment is passed it abso- 
lutely kills the bill.” 


Branan, of Bulloch, Talks. 
Mr. Branan, of Bulloch, followed Mr. 
Thomas in a very strong and original ce- 


fense of the bill and an attack upon the: 


amendment. He said: 

“Gentlemen, it does seem to me that after 
we have come to the rescue of the ‘pos- 
sum we should come to the rescue of the 
children. We have placed protection around 
the animals that roam over the state, bur 
when we are asked to protect the children 
—the l'fe blood of the state—we say that 
for commercial reasons we must not do 
so. I say that this bill- appeals to the 
strongest humanity.

Factories Healthy, Says Hill. 

Mr. Hill, of Troup, made a speech in 
which he made out cotton factories to be 
regular health sanitariums. He said: 

“After spending five years of my life in 
a machine shop at ten hours a day, I think 
I have some conception of what the work 
in factories is, and I think I am enabied 
to speak intelligently upou the question. 
No boy or girl, in the providence of God, 
has a better friend than the father and 
mother. The parents should dictate this 
matter. The bill of Mr. Craig is a vision. 
It is a hallucination. The author of this 
bill is a lawyer and is sot a laboring 
man. I had rather see boys and girls 
working in a factory than on the farm. 
The even temperatute of the factories tends 
to keep the children healthy, for the fac- 
tories are properly hcated.’’ 

At this point Mr. Pierce, of Houston, 
called for the previous question. Some one 
arose to the point of order that Mr. Pierce 
could not call for the previous question on 
the amendments which had not been read. 
Mr. Pierce explained that he wanted the 
previous question only on the amendment 
and the bill that was pending. Mr. Little, 
of Muscogee, called for the previous ques- 
tion on the bill and all of the amend- 
ments, Mr. Blalock arose to a point of 
order that this was not in order. 

After considerable discussion Mr. Pierce 
was sustained in his motion and the yeas 
and nays were called. 

On the vote the amendment offered by 
Mr. Rudicil was adopted by a vote of 98 
to 39. This killed the bill, but {t was nec. 
essary to add another finishing blow. The 
house voted to disagree to the favorable 
report of the committee. Notice was given 
that a demand would be made this morning 
for a reconsideration,of the labor bill.

The liveliest fight of the day was over 
the resolution of Mr. Felder to pay Mr. W. 
S. Thompson $600 for services rendered the 
state. The resolution was to pay Colonel 
Thomson for services rendered on the ce'!c- 
brated tax case of Collier and others 
against the tax authorities. Some years 
nego, when there was a board of tax equali- 
zation in this county.

For Constitutional Convention. 

The effort to hhve a constitutional con- 
vention will probably prove successful. 
Judge Boynton, of Calhoun, chairman of 
the committee on constitutional amend- 
ments, reported back the bill for a consti- 
tutional ¢onvention with a recommendation 
that the bill pass by a substitute which 
was offered. The substitute makes three 
material changes in the original bill as in- 
troduced by Mr. Ennis, of Floyd. The or‘g- 
inaf bill contemplated having an election 
by the people to decide whether or not the 
convention shall be held. The substitute 
takes this out of tha people’s hands and re- 
quires the governor to call an election of 
edelegates to the convention. 

The original bill proposed to have two 
delegates for every representative, which 
would have been 350. The substitute pro- 


| poses to have ten delegates for every mem- 


ber of congress, which would be 110 dele- 
gates. The original bill appropriated $50,000 
to pay the expenses of the convention. The 
substitute provides that all delegates shall 
serve without compensation and without 
mileage. The substitute provides that the 
governor shall call an election of delegates 
for the first Monday in March of next year, 
and that the convention shall be held at 
the capitol-on the first Wednesday in July 
of next year. 
To Legalize Prize Fights. 

Uncle Joe Mansfield, of McIntosh, intro- 
duceé a bill to legalize prize fighting in 
Georgia. The bill was as follows: 

“Be it enacted by the general assembly 
of the state of Georgia, and it ts hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, That 
fromand after the passage of this act, 
glove contests and sparring exhibitions 
where prizes are offered and admission 
charred, shall be légai.

or other ailment that would make it dan- 
gerous for him to engage in said glove 
contest or exhib:tion.”’

Under Mr. Little’s bill it is proposed to 
make the board eonsist of the governor, 
ex-officio, the president of the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts, 
the pres:dent of the State School of Tech- 
nology, the director of the state experi- 
ment station and two citizens of the state 
of scientific attainments. The last two, the 
citizens of scientific attainments, are to be 
nominated by the governor and confirmed 
by the senate. The members of the board 
are to meet ag soon after January 1, 159%, 
as possible and organize. They are to 
have complete control of the survey. They 
will select a state geologist, who will select 
two assistants. The geologist is to receive 
a salary not to exceed $2,500 per year and 
his assistants are to be paid salaries to 
be fixed by the board, but the two salaries 
combined are not to exceed $2,500 per year. 

The maximum salaries will be no greater 
than the present salaries, but may be less 
if the board thinks proper to reduce them. 

The board is to direct tae work of the 
survey. It is to have charge of the field 
work and the printing of the reports. If 
there is any trouble about getting the re- 
ports prepared or printed, the board will 
have the power to stir up the persons who 
are responsible. This change in the compo- 
sition of the board may mean a change in 
the staff of the geological department or it 
may not. That will rest wholly with the 
board in the event Mr. Little’s bill passes 
the general assembly and becomes a law, 

In Behalf of the Survey. 


Mr. Little's bill certainly meets general 
sentiment if the expressions before the com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon are a safe cri- 
terion. By Invitation of the committee, 
several gentlemen were present to speak on 
jhe bills under consideration’ Ex-Governor 
W. J. Northen, Congressman L. F. Liv- 
ingston, Messrs. F. H. Richardson. Frank 
Weldon and Professor Yeates, the state ge- 
ologist, were heard. All of these spoke in 
favor of retaining the geological depart- 
ment and reorganizing the board. No one 
outside the committee was there to acdyo- 
cate abolishing the survey. Every one who 
did speak at the committee’s invitation told 
of the work which there is for a survey 
to do in the state. They told of the inqui- 
ries which are constantly coming from out- 
side Georgia for official information about 
the state’s natural resources, and especially 
the minerals. 

Mr. Richardson said that he had been 
strongly impressed the last few years by 
the inquiries that have been made concern- 
ing Georgia. He had just received a let- 
ter from Philadelphia stating that parties 
there were ready to invest heavily in Geor- 
gia mines if they could find a good thing. 
The marble and corundum bulletins, 
was sure, had done great good. More sur- 
veys are needed. The speaker indorsed 
Professor Yeates highly and appealed to 
the committee to report the substitute bill 
favorably. 

Ex-Governor Northen spoke at length 
on the benefits of a geological department. 
He had taken a deep interest in organizing 
the present survey during his term as 
chief executive of the state. It would be

NO CIGARETTES FOR THE SENATE 


A Bill Is Introduced To Make Taeir 
Sale Illegal in Georgia. 

The proceedings in the senate yesterday 
were-rather prosy, routine business occupy- 
ing the members, just enough of whom 
were present to constitute a quorum. The 
body worked hard for the short time it 
remained in the chamber, but littie busi- 
ness of general interest was transacted. 
By far the most important bill introduced 
was that of Mr. McFarland, of the forty- 
fourth, whose measure not alone prohibits 
the sale of cigarettes in the state, but 
bars their tmportation by any dealer. 

Senator Turner asked that his bill which 
pievides for the renewal of the charter of 
the orphan asylum under the supervision 
of the North Georgia conference be made 
a special order. This was done and the 
bill pussed. 

The joint resolution of Mr. Thomas, of 
Clark, providing that a committee be ap- 
pointed from the house and senate to in- 
spect the State Normal school at Athens 
came up far consideration and caused quite 
a tussle. Un motion of Senator Dunwody, 
the resolution was plac&i upon immediate 
passage and after a iively debate passed 
ey a vote of 15 to 12. 

The senate concurred in the house joint 
resolution to invite Dr. J. L. M. Curry, who 
is agent for the Peabody and Slater funds, 
to address the legislature on November 
16th, at noon. 

On motion of Senator Carter the hour 
set for the appearance of Chancellor Boggs 
before the general assembly next Thurs- 
day was changed from 11 a. m. to 7:20

Senator Stewart, of the thirty-fourth dis- 
trict, obtained special consent to present 
a bill whereby the deposit vf securities by 
buikding and loan associations is regulated. 

The senate also concurred in the house 
resolution directing the state librarian to 
deliver .o Miss C. C. Stiles, who has charge 
of the Georgia room at the Richmond Con- 
federate Museum, the last official order of 
the confederate government. The order was 
left to the museum, but through sume over- 
sight was not delivered, now being in the 
librarian'’s custody. 

The join resolution which has passed the 
house recommending that the people elect 
United States senators, was read for the 
first time and sent to the general judiciary 
committee.

Why should 
hundreds of millions of silver dollars, 
without the promise of government re- 
demption, with nothing behind them 
gave the stamp on thelr face, pass as cur- 
rent with gold, which he claims to be 
the unit of value, and paper which, un- 
der the policy of the government, is re- 
deemable in gold? . 

The fact is that the objection to silver 
coinage does not come from a legitimate 
geal in behalf of the country, nor of its 
finances, but out of a super-serviceable 
interest in the affairs and the prosperity 
of a government which is foreign to ours. 
On this line might be quoted a few re- 
marks made by Mr. Marshall Field, of 
The Chicago Times-Herald, who has re- 
turned from a trip to Europe. Speaking 
of England, he says that the English 
take no interest in the Cuban question. 
“Great Britain,” says he, “has enough 
business of her own to attend to without 
bothering with the affairs of this coun- 
try. Besides,” he says in conclusion, “it 
is characteristic of the English that 
they should mind their business at all 
times.” There is a world of interest in 
this observation, which it would be as 
well for all Anglo-maniacs in this coun- 
try to take to heart. Let us be con- 
cerned about American prosperity, and 
leave English financiers to take care of 
themselves. Our own affairs should be 
sufficient to engross our attention, and 
if we keep them well in hand, we will 
have more prosperity, even though we 
lose the taffy which is doled out to cer 
tain American statesmen from the pur- 
lieus of Lombard street.

SENATOR STEVENS 


F CERTAINLY A CANDIDATE 


All doubt as to the intention of Senator 
Stevens being a candidate for the office of 
commissioner of agriculture has been re- 
moved. The senator has not made any 
declaration of his purposes to the public, 
but he has given his opponent formal notice 
of his intentions. He did this in the course 
of a talk in the office of the commissioner, 
where he had gone for that particular 
purpose. 

That was yesterday. Senator Stevens 
had made wp his mind to enter the race. 
The Constitution contained. the first infor- 
mation concerning his probable intentions, 
and while he has made no public declara- 
tion about his purposes, there has never 
since that publication been any doubt as 
to what he would do. 

No doubt in the minds of his friends, at 
least. Those who are close to the senator 
say that only within the past few days has 
he: reached a final determination in the 
matter. One of his first acts after he did 
reach that determination was to make a 
call on Commissioner Nesbitt to notify him 
of his intentions. 

What passed between: the two is not 
known further than their meeting was a 
pleasant one. Captain Nesbitt had been 
expecting such a declaration from the 
serator, and it was not exactly news to 
him. Senator Stevens esesured the commis- 
sicner that he was induced to make the 
race on the seme platform that he (Nez bitt) 
had made it against Judge Henderson—that 
he had held it eight years, andi if given it 
for that length of time would not want it 
longer. There wes no talk of the Bialock 
repurt as cutting any figure in the canvass 
that is to come.

The Cotton Situation. 


Editor Constitution—The subject which 
is now most: prominent in the minds of the 
southern people is the price of cotton. It 
is a lamentable fact that the prosperity 
of this section is dependent upon the cot- 
ton planter securing a fair price for his 
cotton; otherwise every other interest is 
adversely affected, and 5-cent cotton means 
depression to all commercial affairs and 
poverty to a large majority of people. It is 
to the interest of the cotton manufacturers 
throughout the world to buy their cotton 
at the lowest possible price—at 4 cents, if 
they can—and what do they care if it re- 
sults in the labor of the southern people 
going for nothing? Unfortunately for the 
cotton growers, a system exists which 
compels them to accept whatever may be 
offered for their product, simply because 
they owe the money for advances, and it 


must be paid. 

With an estimated crop of 10,000,000 bales, 
it is assuméd that at least 5,000,000 bales 
will be sold ‘for about 5 cents, which means 
depression and stagnation, and should the 
remainder of the crop be forced down to 
4 cents, it means actual want and suffering 
to many. COmbinations for the promo- 
tion of many of the largest interests in 
the country now exist, such as sugar, oil, 
tobacco and many others. Some of these 
combinations are necessary and commenda- 
ble, and should be encouraged, but grind- 
ing monopolies result in extortion, and 
should be stamped out. Now, shall we iét 
the other 5,000,v00 bales of cotton go out 
of the country te enrich foreigners and 
impoverish the southern people, or shall 
we demand 7 cents for it and store it in the 
warehouses until that price is paid? The 
world will require this cotton for its 
actual wants, and should the producer, by 
combination, demand the warehousemen to 
hold for a basis of 8 cents at the ports, 
no power on earth could keep 
the gold of England, France and 
Europe from coming to the south 
for cotton. There are enough owners 
of cotton who are able to hold at least 
3,000,000 bales until they obtain at least 
7 cents for it, and this would mean $30,000,- 

for these growers. Are the 
cotton producers forever to pay tribute to 
other combinations, and do nothing to 
advance their own interests? 

But the. American manufacturers of cot- 
ton goods may say that such a price for 
raw cotton in the face of the limited de- 
mand for the manufactured goods, would 
prevent them from running their mills ex- 
cept at a loss. The only way to obviate 
this would be to form a combination 
among the manufacturers, establishjng 
prices for their goods which would af- 


|} ford a fair compensation for their labor 


and reasonable profit for their goods. 
Three million bales held ‘in bonded 
warehouses would be certain tu advance 
the price to reasonable figures, and ad- 
vances could be made on the warehouse 
receipts, if necessary, moreover, a ware- 
house receipt for 100 bales of cotton would 
be as safe as a bank account. 
the next crop: Factors 
will not advance more than one-half of 
what they advanced this year, and the 
class of farmers who depend upon obtain- 
ing advances on cotton will be compelled 
to forego that pleasure and raise hog afd 
hominy;,so the Liverpool and New York 
operators will have to base their calcula- 
tions on a 7,000,000 crop for next year.

In giving up the 
militant part of his programme, Mr. Wat- 
terson still feels inclined to keep up the 
polemical side, and makes a declaration 
of principles. The gist of his long edi- 
torial expression is contained in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs: 

Meanwhile certain principles, which stand 
back of party issues, and give the breath 
of life to party leaders, remain upon the 
scene as actual and as vital as ihey ever 
were; immortal; for truth ean never djs; 
and here are three simple propositions in 
which good government must entrench it- 
self, from which it must draw its suste- 
nance, if we are to turn the corner of the 
new century a republic In both the sub- 
Stance aad the spirit which were designed 
by the makers of the constitution. 

First, the government has no right, either 
equitable or legal, to tax the people ex- 
cept to ra'se money for its own support; 
every dollar of taxation diverted from this 
purpose is robbery, and it is equally im- 
portant that the money legally collected 
shall be honestly epplied. 

Second, the right of the people to local 
self-government is an inalienable right: to 
local option in the counties; to nome rule 
in the cities; to all rights in the state not 
expressly delegated to the general govern- 
ment, and that the preservation of this 
right of local self-government is essential 
to that just equilibrium between Liberty 
and law, wkich are tke corner stones of 
our system of federal and state institu- 
tions. 

Third, the money of the country must be 
good money; circulating everywhere; un- 
questioned and unquestionable; recognized 
at once and taken at its full value; and, 
that to attain this universal recognition 
and acceptance fit must consist of gold and 
silver, and paper, the whole of inter- 
chaneable value, each convertible into the 
other on demand and freely circulating 
side by side. . 

These propositions are as true now as 
ever they were. In a general way they 
embrace the political issues of the day. 
If they be democracy, then we are a dem- 
ocrat. If they be not democracy, then we 
are not a democrat. 

As to the theories here advanced, there 
ean be little if any dispute. No dem- 
ocrat, so far as The Constitution knows, 
has ever thought to tax people except to 
“raise money for the support of the gov- 
ernment.” The second declaration re- 
lating to local self-government may pass 
equally unchallenged. It is with the 
third declaration that Mr. Watterson 
hopes to shake the red rag. A reading 
of that declaration will develop that 
there is nothing in it to arouse the op- 
position of even the most ultra free coin- 
age democrat. The democratic party, 
as Mr. Watterson well knows, is not a 
free silver party any more than it could 
be a gold or paper party. In the lan- 
guage of Mr. Watterson it is “in favor of 
good money,” gold, silver or paper, all of 
interchangeable value, and Mr. Watter- 
son has stated it no stronger than it has 
been stated hundreds of times in The 
Constitution. 

It will be seen, however, that Mr. Wat- 
terson carefully ignores the real differ- 
ence, and that is his assumption that the 
free coinage of silver would change the 
condition of things called for in his third 
sec

Editor Constitutiun—There has been con- 
siderable discussion concerning the co-ed- 
ucation of the sexes in our state univer- 
sity. 

I do not know that my personal expe- 
rience will add largely to a settlement 
of this question; however, I will give it. 

I was a sttdent of the North Georgia 
Agricultural college at Dahlonega, a de- 
partment of the university of the state, for 
three years. After my graduation there I 
taught in the same institution for five 
years, and during the whole of: this time 
and before then and ever since young menu 
and young ladies were taught together. 
They met in the same schoolroom, had 
the same lessons and were taught by the 
same teachers. During my whole 
connection. with this school as  gtu- 
dent and teacher and since as one of the 
trustees of the college there has never 
come to my knowledge a single case where- 
by the wisdom of this course could be 


; questioned. As a student, the presence of 


the young ladies in the classroom seemed 
to me to render the schoolroom purer; the 
demeanor of the class was better in all 
respects, and the restrictions by rule of 
the conduct of the students were perhaps 
less and were better observed because of 
the presence of the young ladies. 

The roH of graduates will show that the 
full course has been taken by young ladies 
for the bachelor’s degree, wherein matt e- 
matics, Latin and Greek and the sciences 
were not curtailed in the least because the 
candidate for the degree was a lady. The 
requirements for a degree at Dahloncga 
were the same as at Athens; the chancel- 
lor always signed the diplomas and con- 
ferred the degree as from the university. 

Outside of the schoolrgom on the campus, 
in the homes of the people, at the church- 
es and at the social gatherings absolute 
freedom was allowed among the students. 
My honest opinion is that it was better 
for both sexes that it was so. The girls 
did not giggle and titter and make fools 
of themseives or smuggle any notes or 
communications that were against the rules 
and a great many of the boys were re- 
strained, upl.fted and refined largely by the 
feminine influences that were met. 

It w.ll not do any good to say that Dah- 
lonega was twenty-five miles from the 
railroad; any question that could arise con- 
cerning the co-education of the sexes could 
reach an acute phase there—that is, the 
young men and ladies were fully grown, 
and were not little children by any means. 

I have regarded some of the comments 
of the co-education of the sexes as a sad 
reflection of womanhood of Georgia and 
upon the home training the young ladies 
have had who would seek entrance into the 
univers.ty classes. 

An experience of over twenty years, 
wherein not a single case has ever arisen 
that would bring a blush to the mothers 
or daughters of families represented in the 
North Georgia Agricultural college proves 
the wisdom of educating the sexes to- 
gether. 

A young man will prepare hi'‘s lessons 
better to avoid making a fool of himself 
in the presence of ladies; young ladies will 
prepare their lessons better to make a 
good recitation in a class of young men. 

A competent lady teacher was always in 
charge of the young ladies in their own 
rooms for study, when not actually pres- 
ent in other classrooms, and it has seem- 
ed to me that it would be just as wise to 
separate in the family the brothers and 
sisters as it is to separate the young nen 
and the young ladies in the schpolroom

SURELY ENTER 


Prophets Consider Him Already a Candi- 
date for Governor. 


ELECTIONS AND SILVER ISSUE 


The Bearing Which They Are Sup- 
posed To Have on the Race. 


HOW GCANDLER’S FRIENDS ARE TALKING 


Others Are on the Chicago Platform, 
Too—Candler Says He’s Not 
Running. 


There can be no doubt that Secretary of 
State Candler is going to enter the race 
for the governorship. That has been pretty 
well taken for granted for some time, but 
if the talk of Colonel Candler’s friends 
counts for anything it Is very certain now. 

The colonel himself says nothing. He 
contents himself with the declaration that 
in his opinion it is entirely too early to 
talk of candidates, and ventures the opin- 
ion that any man who does become a can- 
didate this early is making a mistake. 

But he is certain to be in it. If there 
were any doubts before, the results of last 
week’s elections removed those doubts. 
That, at least. is the way the colonel’s 
close friends look at the situation. 

And they believe that if he goes in it, 
he is going to win. They talk of strength 
which has developed in all parts of the 
State and tell of assurances of support re- 
ceived from sources unexpected. Then they 
give the reasons which have induced them 
to believe in his certain candidacy. 

Much Talk About Him. 

From the first mention of his name Colo- 
nel Candler has declared that he has not 
entered the race. Despite his declarations, 
however, there has been much talk about 
him in the newspapers, and among those 
who talk politics here and elsewhere 
throughout the state he has generally been 
regarded as one of the strong probabilities. 
During the past week there seems to have 
been more talk than usual on this line, 
and the reason for it was explained yester- 
day by some friends of Colonel Candler 
who are doing a good deal of booming of 
that gentleman as a possible candidate. 

“You can put it down as absolutely cer- 
tain,”’ said one of these gentlemen, a prom- 
inent north Georgian, “that Allan Candier 
will be in that race. No, I haven’t any 
authority to make a formal declaration or 
anything of the sort for him, but I tell 
you for myself that if there was any 
doubt before last week the results of those 
elections absolutely removed that doubt. 

Silver Question to the Front. 

“‘How do I figure it out?’ Why, it is sim- 
ple enough. The big democratic gains in 
those elections settled beyond all possible 
doubts that the silvér question is to be the 
overshadowing one in the campaign of next 
year and the presidential campaign of 1900. 
That is just as certain as anything can 
be. It means that the state campaign of 
next year 4s to be made largely upon the 
Silver, question. Instead of growing weaker, 
that issue is growing constantly stronger 
here in Georgia and throughout the entire 
country. Even the blindest of the gold or- 
gans, those that have heretofore wasted 
much space in noticing the ‘death’ of the 
silver cause, now acknowledge it. If there 
were any doubt that the silver issue would 
play the biggest possible part in the elec- 
tion here in Georgia—I don’t think there 
ever has been—the democratic gains in the 
elections of last week removed that doubt. 
-.is certainty, the fact that the silver 
question must inevitably be in the front 
in our next state campaign, is largely re- 
sponsible, in my opinion. for the decided 
growth of Candler sentfinent. 

Candler and Silver. 

» ‘‘Whether it is right or not, the people 
regard him as the special representative 
of the silver issue. He has been so long 
on that line, his position has always been 
so decided and he has beén so uncompro- 
mising in his democracy, that they know 
he is the sort of a man they can tie to 
safely. There is a feeling throughout the 
state that Candler represents that issue 
more clearly than does any of the other 
men who are regarded as prominent as- 
pirants for the governorship, and this be- 
lief is certain, in my opinion, to bring Can- 
dler in the race. The democrats of the state 
undoubtedly believe that the thing to do 
is to place in the governor’s chair this 
time a man whose loyalty to silver cannot 
be questioned. That’s the way they feel, 
and they are the people who sent the solid 
silver delegation to the last national con- 
vention and who are going to send another 
such delegation to the next convention. 

“And so,” he concluded, “I believe it a 
certainty that Candler will be in the race, 
and my individual op‘nion is that he will 
win. You have my opinion for just what 
it is worth. I might add that if you are 
wise; you will consider not only that he 
will enter the rece, hut that he has enter- 
ed it. You will find a lot of people who 
believe he has.’’ 

Candler Disclaims Candidacy. 

When Secretary Candier was tglid of the 
declaration of his friend that hé would be 
in the race, his reply was characteristic. 


“Tl have authorized nobody to speak for 


me,” he said. “When I have anything to 
say, I say it. So far as that race ig con- 
cerned, I am not now a candidate, and 
if you want my opinion about the matter 
I will add that it seems to me entirely too 
early for any man to be a candidate.’”’ 

‘That was all, but he said it as if he 
meant. it. 

All Stand on the Platform. 

Very naturally, all of this created more 
talk about the governorship and the rela- 
tions of other possible candidates thereto. 

The men who are generally regarded as 
candidates, though none have acknowiedg- 
ed themselves as such, are of course 
Messrs. duBignon, Terrell and Brown, with 
General Evans, President Berner and 
Speaker Jenkins as possibilities. 

The increase of Candler talk, which the 
friends of the latter gentleman said they 
had discovered, did not seem to disturb 
at all the friends of the other candidates. 
Apparently they are satisfied with the out- 


look. But one feature of the talk quoted | 


above brought out some pretty strong dec- 
larations from the men who talked for 
the other candidates. These were to the

COUNCIL ELECTIONS 
COMING ON SOOK 


Many Vacancies To Be Filled in the 
Next Few Months. 


PLACES ON THE CITY BOARDS 


Water Board, Tax Assessor, Police 
Board, Board of Health and Others. 


CHANGE OF POLICY OF COUNCIL NEXT YEAR 


Elections May Bring Some Changes 
in the Personnel of the Members 
of the Several Boards. 


The city politicians and members of the 
general council are gossiping about the 
coming elections of certain commissioners 
and officers by the council. There is con- 
siderable interest in the outcome of the 
election, although they are some time in 
the future yet. 

The present general council will have to 
fill two vacancies on the board of water 
commissioners. The election will be held 
at the last meeting of the council in De- 
cember. The terms of Judge George Hill- 
yer, president of the boara, of the second 
ward, and of Mr. Aaron Haas, vice presi- 
dent, of the first ward, expire at that 
time and their successors will assume of- 
fice at the first meeting of the board in 
January. 

In January, at the first meeting of the 


general council, two members of the board 


of health will be elected. The terms of 
Dr. J. F. Alexander and Dr. Hunter P. 
Cooper expire at that time. 

New Members Have a Vote. 

The newly nominated members of the 
council will have a vote on the selection of 
the successors to Drs, Alexander and Coop- 
er and that will be one of the first duties 
of the new members when they begin their 
terms of office on the first Monday in Jan- 
uary. 

In March next a police commissioner is to 
be elected. The term of Captain W. H. 
Brotherton expires at that time. There is 
much interest @entered in tne election of 
his successor. 

A city tax assessor is tu be elected in 
July next. The term of Mr. J. H. Ewing 
expires at that time. 

Three members of the board of trustees 
of the Grady hospital will be elected in 
February. ‘The terms of Jacob Elsas, W. 
L. Moore and R. J. Lowry expire on March 
ist. 

iuuch Depends on the Election. 

There are other places to be filled during 
the next few months and the politicians 
and ollicials are specuiating as to the out- 
come of the several eiections. Much de- 
pends upon the elections in a political way 
and there is some anxiety as to how the 
new council will act in the matter. 

it is probable that there will be a change 
of policy in the genera! council after Jan- 
uary ist and it will be no surprise if sev- 
eral changes of importance are made when 
the time for election comes. The retire- 
ment of one-half of the present council and 
the succession to their piaces of men of 
an entireiy different pdoiiticai view, per- 
haps, will work changes in the matter of 
seicclting men tor the different commission- 
erships. 

iir. Aaron Haas Will Retire. 

It is generally stated that for the va- 
cancies on the Water board there will be 
two or more candidates in the first ward 
and only ome in the second. In ine first 
ward Mr. Aaron Haas retires from the 
board and he wili not De a candidate for 
he-election. He has announced this to his 
friends and other lines are being drawn in 
the talk of this ‘election. Mr. Coleman 
Camp, ‘Mr. Charies Barrett and others are 
mentioned for the place. 

Judge George Hiilyer, who has been at 
the head of the water department for years 
and who is a fixture in that board and 
department, will be re-elected to the board 
without opposition. The water board with- 
out Judge Hillyer would be sadly out of 
place. No one even desires to oppose him 
for the place, because of his great service 
to the city since his conmection with the 
board. 

Mr. Jones for Police Board. 

It is said that for the police board va- 
cancy Mr. W. O. Jones will be a candidate 
against Captain Brotherton. The latter will 
be nominzied to succeed himself and Mr. 
Jones’s tiiends are urging him to enter the 
race. He has not yet definitely decided to 
do so. 

For the tax assessor’s vacancy Mr. Ewing 
will be strongly supported fur re election. 
His term has been a successful one, say 
his many friends, and when the vote is 
taken he will prove a strong candidate. 
Mr. Charles Keith, for several years an 
assessor, is mentioned as a prospective can- 
didate for the place agains: Mr. Ewing.

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DELBRIDGE FINDS 


A COOL RECEPTION 


His Friends Criticise the Stand He Has 
Taken About the Insurance. 
WHAT MOTES’S FRIENDS SAY 


They Declare Delbridge Has No Foun- 
dation for His Statements. 


INSURANCE COMPANIES REMAIN SILENT 


It Is Claimed That Charles Delbridge 
Has Nothing Upon Which He 
Can Base His Claims. 


Charles I. Delbridge’s stories about his 
brother’s death, in wh'ch he intimates that 
it was due to suicide, do not seem to have 
aroused any sort of interest among the 
insurance companies interested. These 
companies have apparently paid no atten- 
tion whatever to the repetitions df the 
living brother’s story, and no sort of effort 
to establish a case of suicide appears prob- 
able. 

The friends of Mr. Motes vehemently 
deny these stories—indignantly deny them. 
The intimation that he contemplated a 
change in his son-in-law’s books is spurn- 
ed by them as a calumny on a man whose 
uprightness and integrity have long been 
established by a record of honesty and 
fair dealing in Atlanta for many years. 

Just what Delbridge expects to do be- 
yond creating embarrassment for his dead 
brother’s widow and her father is 
not apparent. It was said that he intend- 
ed entering suit to recover one-fourth of 
the insurance collected on his brother’s 
polictes. Whether he will do this cr not, 
no one can state with definiteness. 

His attitude in the matter has leen the 
subject of great comment throughout the 
city for the past fortnight, and it was re- 
newed yesterday on account of his return 
and the repetition of the old story. He 
was criticised unfavorably by many for 
his stand in the matter. In the ‘alk that 
went around there was no one willing to 
give credence to the report that Mr. Motes 
had contemplated tampering with ‘Thonas 
J. Delbridge’s books. Mr. Motes is én ald 
and honored citizen of Atlanta, against 
whom no charge of wrong has ever been 
brought. He has been a hardworking bus- 
iness man, devoting himself with éencrgy 
and application to his business und has 
always stood high, both in a business and 
a social way. It would be hard to find 
many people in Atlanta who know him and 
are familiar with his record and reputa- 
ton here to believe that he would take 
a hand in any sort of a plan to collect insur- 
ance where it should not properly be 
paid. 

These friends of Mr. Motes denounced the 
insinuation of improper motives on his 
part. They stated that Charles L. Del- 
bridge’s position in the matter had been 
contradictory, and that his attitude now 
d ffers radically from the attitude he as- 
sumed immediately after his brother's 
death. 

It was recalled that he had telegraphed 
The Constitution from;Dallas, Tex., a few 
days after his brother’s death, indig- 
nantly denouncing the intimation which 
had been made that his brother had sui- 
cided. In this message he stated that he 
would hold to account personally any man 
who made such sianderous charges ugainst 
h.s dead brother. He arrived in Atl4nta a 
few days later and renewed his vigorous 
denunciation of the charge that his brother 
had su‘cided, and furnished a very strong 
interview in The Constitution on the sub- 
ject. 

These facts being known, his attitude in 
reference to the question came as a to.al 
surprse. It seemed to be in direct con- 
flict with his former position, particularly 
as the points upon which he had based 
his later story were known to nim at the 
time he took his first stand in tne cuse. 

Mr. Motes had nothing to say w»out the 
matter for publication yesterday. ‘fe ard 
his friends are ind gnant over the charges 
that have been intimated aga'nst him end 
his daughter, Mrs. Delbrikige. They con- 
demn the charges in no mild terms. As 
Stated, the insurance companies seem to 
be by no means in sympathy with the 
charges which Delbridge has inade. 


Lively Fisticuff. 

Bailiff Wimbish, constable of Justice Lan- 
drum’s court, and Zip Harvey, a negro 
who had an attachment sworn out 
against bim and was dissatisfied because 
he could not get his goods as quickly as 
he wanted them, came together in a lively 
scrimmage just outside of the justice’s 
cOurtroom late yesterday afternoon. 

Harvey’s wife had a possessory warrant 
sworn out for the household effects, which 
had been levied on as the property of Har- 
vey, and came to the court yesterday to 
make her claim good and carry them off. 
The case against them Was settled and 
they proceeded to get their effects into a 
wagon to carry home. o 

Among them originally was a lamp which 
they missed when moving the other things 
and Bailiff Wimbish. who had made the 
levy, explained that he had taken the lamp 
home for safe keeping, as it was likely to 
be broken in the lumber room of the court 
and he did not care to take the risk, as 
he was responsible. 

Harvey said he did not heve any right 
to take the lamp off, and wanted it imme- 
diately. The bailiff said he would give 
him an order for it at his home, but this 
was not satisfactory to Zip and he wanted 
the lamp instanter.

Refugees Ate Preparing To Take Home- 
ward Journey. 


A VERY SUDDEN CHANGE CAME 


General Lowering of Temperature Yes- 
terday. , 


TRADE TO BE RESUMED AT ONCE 


Railroads Will Put on Old Schedules 
‘and the Fever Districts Wiil 
Take on New Life. 


Jack Frost has appeared in the south 
and Yellow Jack has taken to fiight. 

The dread disease which has decimated 
communities, paralyzed industries and stag- 
nated trade has at last been routed. 

From all sources yesterday came reports 
of a wonderful diminution in fever cases. 
The effect of the cold weather was gen- 
eral, and in every place where the fever 
has taken hold there was a conspicuous 
letting down. In New Orleans especial- 
ly was the lessening of the number of 
cases most marked. In Mobile, Montgom- 
ery and in all other towns where the dis- 
ease has been prevalent the situation has 
changed suddenly. 

This has brought about a consequent 
change among the refugees here in Atlanta, 


Since the beginning of the memorable 
scare in Montgomery there has been a 
number of badly frightened refugees here. 
All of the hotels have been crowded and 
the coming of these Montgomery folks 
practically glutted the various boarding 
houses. The pall has now been lifted. To- 
day and tomorrow will begin an exodus 
from Atlanta which will carry out a num- 
ber of those who have been here since the 
scare, 

Many, however, deem it more prudent to 
wait until the disease has been well stamp- 
ed out and prefer not to imperil them- 
selves, 

Bright in the Railroads. 

With the railroads which have been shut 
down recently there was a much brighter 
situation yesterday. The change in pros- 
pect was decided for them. 

President Smith, of the Atlanta and 
West Point, was in a happy frame of mind 
at the prospects of the immediate resump- 
tion of business. Mr. Sam Hardwick, of 
the Southern, was equally sanguine over 
the outlook. It is not thought by the rail- 
road authorities that there will be much 
longer delay. The cold weather will change 
everything, and within a day or two the 
reaction will be marked. 

Atlanta Their Toast. 

Atlanta is the toast of all the southern 
cities. It has been proved that this place 
is practically immune. During the whole 
epidemic, while other towns we.e scourged 
and while thousands from the fever in- 
fected spots were scurry:ng into this place, 
only .two cases showed up. Both of them 
were among refugees. Both recovered and 
no one else contracted the d.sease. 

This remarkable record is taken to show 
that the claim made by the city authorities 
that there was no danger here was prac- 
tically true. There is nor can there be any 
danger here. In the meantime the refu- 
gees are preparing to depart, and among 
them all Atlanta is the toast,

The association was formed three years 
ago and now has 14 chapters in all of the 
southern and in some of the northern 
states.

It gets 
forth that the street is already over- 
crowd#d with saloons and the dealers ask 
the council to refuse to grant other li- 
censes on that street. Members of the 
council will be urged to give the matter 
consideration at the next meeting, and it 
may -be that the relief sought will be 
granted. 

Mr. P. G. Keeney Talks. 

In speaking of the matter yesterday, Mr. 
lp G. Keeney, ex-secretary of the Retail 
‘Liquor Dealers’ Association, one of the 
signers of the petition, said: 

“The trouble with our business is that 
there are too many saloons on Decatur 
lstreet for the amount of business dons 
now. The people seem to be short on 
money and they are not drinking and pur- 
chasing liquors as they formerly did—that 
is, the number of saloons Is so much larger 
than formerly that each one is doing but 
a small part of the business. In the fall 
of the year strangers come to Atlanta 
looking for places to invest their money 
and saloon men visit Decatur street look- 
ing about for a place. They see the big 
crowds off negroes standing about the 
streets and in the saloons and they at once 
decide that there must be a good field for 
the saloon business on the street. 

“These strangers secure places and start 
up their saloons, and after running a month 
or two or three, perhaps, they fail, finding 
that the crowds of negroes are simply 
idiers and searchers for warm places in 
the saloons, They are not spending money 
and what we want is for the council to 
protect the old dealers by refusing to let 
others come in and start in the business.

The common schools 
were fostered, and behold, now our coi- 
| ieges have prospered! Behold, how high 
scnools have sprung up in your cities and 
towns! Take, for exampie, the towns lo- 
cated on the Georgia railroad between 
Atiauta and Augusta; then only three had 
decent high scuool buildings; 
three are. without such structures. Your 
colleges ato overflowing with students in 
spite of panics and’ ‘d-cent cotton. _ What 
has brought all this to pass? Without 
discounting other forces which have con- 
tributed to this result, I make bold to say 
that the prime cause is the immense im- 
provement in our common schools. 

“And this policy should be continued. 
I hear some small protest against the 
$400,000 added to the school fund at your 
last. session, and some say repeal it. For 
one, 1 say let it stand. 1 am willing to be 
‘taxed tili it hurts me if only our common 
schools are made what they ought to be. 
The people who clamor against this $400,000 
have had next to nothing to say about 
the large amounts you voted to higher ed- 
ucation, although, as is well known, the 
little children of the state get only $1.80 
per capita for the educational necessities, 
while the students who receive higher edu- 
cation, technical trades and in some cases 
professional training through the state 
treasury, get more than $170 per capita. 

“Nor it is enough to reply to this state- 
ment to say, ‘Well, the higher education 
costs more than the lower.’ So it does. 
But the boy or girl who is prepared to 
enter college is better able to |secure the 
| amount required to pay tuition fees at 
| college than the poor children of the state 
are to pay for common education. And 
that is the matter to be considered. That 
is the real gist of the case. There is not 
a college in this state which will not wait 
any length of time on a’struggiing student 
to. pay his tuition fees. if he can find the 
money to pay other expenses. If the state 


were never to appropriate another dollar 
to higher education, it may well be doubt- 
if a single college would perish, or if 
we should have one graduate less than 
will be secured by present appropriations. 
But if the common schoois languish, who 
shall revive them? 

“Aihd the thardship of poor common 
schools will fall most grievously upon 
the white children of the state. The negro 
schools, you may be sure. will go on. The 
colleges for negroes, maintained largely 
by the benevolence of northern phiian- 
thropists, are -sending "into the common 
schools many well equipped teachers, and 
the graduates of these colleges will go 


into the schoolroom in great numbers, 
whether the appropriations to the common 
schools are, or are not, increased. They 
cannot enter in any considerable numbers 
upon the professions of law, medicine and 
the iike. They are excluded from merchan- 
dise by lack of capital. They must enter 
upon manual labor or ,each school. An 
ili-paid school will bring them greater 
rerauneration than manual labor. Most 
of <hem, therefore, now teach, and will do 
so with or without increased appropria- 
tions to common schools. But with white

graduates, to whom all the professions are 
open, it is not so. Most of them, and the 
best of them, wil! :ot teach in the common 
schools without tiving salaries, which pro- 
vides a year’s support.

Must Have Negro Colleges. 


“Tf the state las colleges for whites, she 
must have inem for blacks.

You will sooner 
or later be forceed to estabiish a normal 
school for the blacks, and then a schooi 
of technology. And why not? Does not 
your public sentiment and your educational 
poli require colored teachers only for 
colored schools? Can you refuse to do 
something tr their normal training? Does 
not your public sentiment say to the negro, 
‘Go find your piace in the ranks of tne 
manual laborer?’ Car you successfully an- 
swer him when he repiies, ‘Weil, give mé 
a chance, then, at the mechanical empioy- 
ments. Give me a school of technoiogy. 
I, too, am a citizen.’ 

“Is Georgia able to maintain a double 
set of colleges to meet the wants of higher 
learning as she must, if she deals equitably 
by both races? 

“I do not begrudge ‘the brother in black’ 
(as some choose to call him)-any good 
fortune which has come to him; but 4 do 
not believe it would be weil for him, or 
best. for us, that he have superior advan- 
tages to,the whites. But he now gets large 
aid from northern friends, which tne whites 
If the Stale 
also. makes lafge appropriations to higuer 
education, he must have his fair share of 
that money also, and thus helped by friends 
abroad and taSpayers at home, he wilt 
eventually be wetter cared for than the 
whites. 

“lt seems to me the wisest policy for the 
state is to make the largest possibie .ap- 
prcpriations to the common scnools and 
-do everything possible to encourag> privaté 
benevolence to do the bulk of the work of 
higher education. The private citizen can

“In 1881 the warfare went further. A 
policy designed to draw off the patronage 
of Hmory and Mercer was inaugurated and 
carried out. Jt was to make tuition free 
at the university. To carry it out @ ap- 
propriation of $2,000 was secured dis jctiy 
from the treasury and a companion piece 
of legislation was secured in the form of a 
funding bill which provided that whenever 
the trustees of the university present any 
due bond of the state it shall be funded at 
7 per cent in a non-negotiable fifty-year 
bond of the state payable only to the trus- 
tees for the benefit of the university, Un- 
der this bil' some $400,000 have been thus 
funded, and thus is secured annually ~ 

0 
the difference between 3% per cent at 
which Georgia can easily float a bond at 
par, and 7 per cent, or not less than $14,000 
annually. 

“The purpose of this free tuition policy 
and ‘the funding bill of 1881,’ which was 
adopted to support it, yas ‘given away by 
the report of the bourd of visitors for that 
year. Urging the free tuition scheme, the 
board of visitors said: “To show also that 
now is the time for action in the premises,e 
it is confidently stated that both Emory 
and Mercer colleges, with far-seeing sagac- 
ity, are seeking by speedy endowment of 
these institutions to open the way for free 
tuition.’ (By whom it was so ‘confidently 
stated’ the board of visitors wisely refrain- 
ed from saying. Dr. Haygood, then pres!- 
dent of Emory college, publicly denied the 
truth of the statement as to Emory as soon 
as it was printed, and Mercer adopted a 
modified form of free tultion not till eight 
years later, and then doubtless to meet the 
pressure from their quarter of the state's 
competition). The report continues: ‘Al- 
ready Emory, through the liberality of Mr. 
Seney, has made a good start and the 
earnest efforts of the recently appointed 
agent of Mercer, Dr. Landrum, cannot fall 
to make large additions to the endowment 
fund of that institution. This step is ren- 
dered necessary by the inroads which the 
branch colleges of the university under 
the free tuition system will certainly make 
upon the patronage of both these excellent 
literary foundations. But shall it be said 
that the mother institution, after sending 
forth avaunt couriers in the cause of free 
education, halted midway in the work and 
allowed these institutions to outstrip her in 
reaching this very desirable result.” The 
whole scheme, as outlined by the board of 
visitors, was for the university at Athens 
to draw off the patronage of the branch 
colleges and the branch colleges to draw 
off the patronage of: Emory and Mercer. 
The land serip fund, originally designed for 
purposes widely different from those of the 
university, together with all other funds 
in the possession of the university, was to 
be gradually funded at 7 per cent to fur- 
nish the sinews of war for the exterminat- 
ing invasion which was to be carried into 
the patronage of Emory and Mercer. 

‘See what was now the situation! Fmory 
and Mercer were told: ‘If you don’t give 
free tuition, you" patronage shall be drawn 
off and you caii’t give free tuition unless 
you have endowments large enougn for yuu 
to live without income from your stu- 
dents. But your endowments shall be 
taxed, and now with this funding bill your 
state rival can strike in both the regions 
of patronage and endowment. It is ena- 
bled to draW off your students by free tui- 
tion and to hinder the growth of your 
endowments and turn gifts away from you, 
because it can say to an} "enevolent per- 
ron who may be inclinec to andow you: 
“See here, if you give to Emory or Merce2r 
your gift will be taxed. but if you give to 
their competitors, the state university, your 
gift will not only eseape taxation. but will 
also be immediately put in a state bond 
drawing 7 per cent interest for fifty vears, 
the interest on which Mercer and Emory 
shall be taxed to help pay.’’’

Why 
snould envious archers seek to bring low 
these noble eagles in their flight? Had 
they preyed on any worthy interest of the 
ptacey, Had not their nests sent forth 
young eagles whose proud pinions had 
borne Georgia’s honor to the very zenith 
of national glory? What was Mercer's of- 
fending? Was it that she had given Noan 
.. Davis to education, Governor Hubbard 
to statesmanship, John T. Clark to the ju- 
diciary and Richard Malcomb Johnston to 
liierature? What crime had Emory com- 
mitted? Was it the sending of Gustavus J. 
Orr to the great work of the common 
schools? Was it for giving to us Norwood's 
keen pen and scorching speech in the dark 
days of reconstruction? Was it for sending 
Hardeman to legislative halls? Was it for 
laying upon the tongue of Lamar the glow- 
ing eloquence which commanded the ad- 
miration of the world? 

“T appeal to generous sons of the uni- 
versity before me to say if their glorious 
old alma mater had been thus assailed if 
they would have remained silent. You 
have sometimes felt bitterly toward me for 
my utterances on higher education, but 
remember my alma mater is as dear to me 
as yours is to you, and she has been on 
trial for twenty years for her very life. 
When Daniel Webster had finished his 
great constitutional argument before the 
United States court, in the Dartmouth col- 
lege case, the denominational eollege from 
which he was graduated, he turned to the 
judges and said, while his bosom swelled 
with emotiou and tears gushed from his 
eyes: ‘This is but a little college, but there 
are those who love it.’ These denomina- 
tional colleges you may lightly esteem, but 
there are those who love them, and we 
cannot but resist the warfare raade upon 


them. 
A Poor Pretext. 


“And wher. we have come asking that in 
consideration ot their services which bless 
the state and cost the commonwealth noth- 
ing, they be exempted from taxation, 
we have been answered with the poor pre- 
text that it cannot be done because to do 
so would be to. unite church and atate 

“Union of church and etate, indeed! The 
taxing of the endown-ents of church col- 
leges was never heard of in Georgia 
till 1877. Were church and state united in 
Georgia for the first hundred years of the 
state’s history? 

“Church schools are totally exempt from 
taxation in Connecticut, Indiana, Kentucky 
Louisiana, Maine, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
Nebraska, North Carolina, Oregon, Rhode 
Island, Tennessee, Vermont and. Virginia. 
Are church and state united in those 
states. 1 repeat it, this ery of the 
union of church and state is but a pretext. 
It is to use the sword of liberty to behead 
the institutions of. piety. 

“If to exempt church schools from taxa- 
tion is.to unite chureh and state, what 
shall we call the taxing of church schools 
to sustain institutions in which religion 
cannot be taught. lis it to unite the state 
with irreligion? 


Warfare Must Stop. 
“This warfare on the church colleges of 


the state ought to cease. 
‘Under such warfare upon them, it is 


well nigh miraculous that these institutions | 


have survived. I will say it is miraculous. 
lt is the xmiracle which that ‘fakwh which 
worketh by love’ has been often called 
to do. 

In reference .to the prosperity which 
blesses the sectarian schoois despite the 


lack of state help given, Dr. Candier gays: ° 


“From the best statistics within my reach 
the total number of students attending 
Georgia colleges last year was 5,648. O7 
these, only l1,.si7 were in state schools. If 
these be subtracted, the whole number of 
students in the schools sustained by the 
public treasury and in competition with 
other colleges in Georgia will be found to 
be only 1,052; while in the other colleges 
there are 3,771, or about four for one, Or 
to elucidate further the same point: Com- 
are Emory and the university at Athens. 

ring the last four years the attendance 
at Athens, counting law students and all, 
has averaged only 287, or 240 with the law 
students subtracted; while the average at- 
tendance at Emory during the same period 
Facts could not show any- 
thing more clearly than these facts show 
that the overwhelming majority of the peo- 
ple of Georgia whose children go to college 
at all, prefer religious colleges. Nor does 
ft avail anything to the weakening of the 
force of these facts to tell how many 
Methodist and Baptist boys are at Athens. 
These two d2nominations being the. largest 
in Georgia naturally send more children to 
college than any others. They have more 
to send. But that.a senall fraction of the 
members of these churches’ send to the 
state school indicates simply their personal 
Sonal gone The great body ef the mem- 

rs.of these churches prefer the school of 
their church. Else these schools had never 
been founded: else their endowments would 
not continue to increase, despite: discourag- 


ing legislation; else their pooner would | 


not increase in the face of- pow

Say to all the people: ‘Let us unite our 
strength on the common scnools and make 
them as good as the best in the worid. 
This work is vital to the state. It is neces- 
Sary to its very hfe. No other grade of 
education is thus necessary. It is too great 
to be done by anybody else. All the people 
must do this work, for it concerns all ihe 
peuple. Let all unite on it.’ 

“Bay to the denominational colleges: ‘You 
have wrought well. You have done a work 
nobody but you could do. The state can 
make no appropriation to you. ‘To 80 
would injure you, and be absolutely wrong. 
But the state is your friend. She will lay 
no hand of taxation upon you. Your en- 
couragement is worth miore to the state 
than your taxes; your exemption is worth 
mcre to the state than anything you can 
pay into the treasury. Proclaim to your 
pious patrons everywhere that Georgia 
mas gone back to the old policy .of the 
glorious ante-tellum days—a policy from 
which her people sever have consciously 
ard intentionally departed. Their represen- 
tatives do now repudiate the policy of un- 
friendliness into which the state has been 
unwittingly betrayed. Henceforth you shall 

free to render your high and holy ser- 
vice without let or hindrance.’ 

“Then, Mr. ident, we shall see a 
more glorious history than Georgia has 
ever known before. Ignorance will depart 
from our shores. That sorrowful sight of 
which Thomas Carlyle says: “This I call 
tragedy that there should one man die 
ignorant who had capacity for knowledge’”’ 
—that sorrowful sight will never be seen in 
Georgia again. Our colleges will dwell to- 
gether in unity. Prosperity will rest upon 
them as the dew upon Hermon and intelll- 
gence upon our state as the dew which 
descended upon the mountains of Zion and 
upon the people—upon all our people—the 
Lord will command His blessing, even life 
forever more.” 

Dr. Nunnally’s Speech. 

‘After the close of Dr, Candler’s address, 
Dr. G. A. Nunnally, of Mercer, delivered 
a splendid address on the same line of that 
made by Dr. Candler. 

Dr. Nunnally spoke for 
schools, 
was studying the primary principles of 
education the state was the beneficiary. 
But, said he, after they begin to study Lat- 
in and Greek and such high studies the 
state is no longer benefited and the indi- 
vidual alone is the beneficiary. ‘Then let 
the individual pay for the high education 
which benefits him alone. 

Dr. Nunnally spoke strongly against the 
taxing of the people tu pay for the high 
education of young men. He spoke for the 
common schools, but against appropriation 
for higher education.

The Penmanship Discussion. 
Editor Constitution—Having read 
much interest the tetters ana comments on 
vertical penmausnip cunta.ued in recent is- 
sues of Atianta’s great aaiiy, 1 cannot re- 
frain from saying something on the subject. 
myself, as 1 iewl a keen interést in it, 
having for some time before making At- 
lanta my home been the superintendent of 
an institution which has graduated a thou- 
Sand penmen as well as oOlner thousands 
Of good writers, who are today utilizing 
tne. acquisition in ail parts of the union, 
doing perhaps every var.ety ol penmansnip 

work or labor by tne pen. 

to start with, i think there is a gen- 
eral misunderstanding ail around on the 
part of those taking part.in this discussion, 
Many styles Of penmanship nave peen 
hinted at in the arguments pro and con, 
when only two really are to be considered 
—the particular method adopted and the 
particular method  discaraed. The real 
quest.on invoived is Whether the children 
shall be taught to write with the ‘finger 
movement” or with the forearm, improperiy 
Styled the “muscular movement.” It is a 
question of the manner of execution, not of 
lorm. nor style. ‘lhe finger movemeat is far 
more eas.ijy acquired tnan the forearm—it 
comes more najuraily,..te children—in fact, 
| have aiways discguraged children under 
eleven years of age Undertaking the ‘‘fore- 
arm” movement. “‘(Chwefe are many reasons 
for this. The principad One is that the mus- 
cles of the forearm are not sulifciently dae- 
veloped before the child has reacheua the 
age stated. 

Forearm movement can be successfully 
taught only by a person who himself is 
a master of i. This is the method used 
<4 ail penmen and rapid writers every- 
where. 

Vertical letters are’ perhaps slightly more 
legibie than the slanmcing, but possess no 
other advantage, and are in my opinion 
no more easily executed than the slanting 
letter, even with the finger movement and 
certainly much harder to make by the fore- 
arng system. 

The slanting style of writing is the nat- 
ural product of the forearm system, and 
came in use aS a part of that system dur- 
ing the early part of this century—the right 
slant for tnose using the right arm, and 
the left siant, or back hand. for those 
using the left arm. Platt R. Spencer, Sr., 
was the first teacher to generally introduce 
it. The forearm system as Professor Mac- 
lean states, has since undergone slight va- 
riat.ons in form and style of letters; also 
in manner of execution, so far as position 
at the desk is coneerned; for all profes- 
sional penmen and teachers of penmanship 
now require their pupils to sit squarely in 
front ot their desks and maintain an erect 
position, with their writ:ng exactly in front 
of them, and ther eyes equi-distant from 
the copy. It is, therefore, all tommyrot 
about the slanting style of penmanshivo 
injuring either the eyes or spine of the 
learner. The position at the desk is exact- 
ly the same, or should be, under either 
system. My op onion is that the _ finger 
movement and slanting style of penman- 
ship should be taught in the lower grades 
of our public schools and this can be done 
by any teacher with ordinary copy books, 
thus tamiliar.zing the children with the 
correct form and position of letters. In 
the hgher grades the forearm system only 
shoul@ be taught, and by professional pen- 
men only, who will teach first the slanting 
style because that comes more naturally 
and will assist in aequiring’ the science. 
Afterwards they may instruct in any other 
style desired, such as back hand, angular 
hand, round hand, running hand or teleg- 
raphers’ hand, which is a combination of 
the round and the running hand, and adapt- 
ed to great speed,, practically reducing, as 
it does, the four strokes used in the Apple- 
ton or slanting style to two strokes—a right 
and a left ¢urveé%rie used in upward, the 
other in. downward strokes, enabling the 
operator to write whole sentences without 
raising the pen. All these styles, as I say, 
can be readily acquired, but only by the 
fo:earm system. The finger movement be- 
ing slow and tedious should be entirely 
discarded as soon as tne first lesson in the 
forearm system is taken. 

As thirty minutes per day would suffice 
for each class, one teacher could attend 
to several schools at a t.me and thereby 
reduce the matter of the cost of having 
penmanship properly taught in our city 
schools to a very smal] item. 

The more progressive northern and west- 
ern cities are adepting the plan I have here 
outlined and I am sure it will meet the 
approval of good. writers everywhere, and 


rtainly of all penmen living or dead.

That Is What Middling Cotton Brought 
in Atlannta Yesterday. 


MANY BALES WERE RECEIVED 


During the Day the Warehousemen 
Were Kept Very Busy. 


PRICE MAY STILL DROP LOWER 


The Estimated Receipts to Date Are 
100,000 and There Is Now Stock 
of 14,000 Bales on Hand. 


-_—— 


Middling cotton sold on the streets of At- 
lanta yesterday at 5% centa. 

The supply was larger than the price and 
all day the teams loaded with cotton rolled 
throuwszi the streets, keeping the warehouse- 
men busy at the scales. Stained cotton was 
considerably under the nickel mark and 
some of the bales brought only 5 cents. 

‘From 53-16 to 5% cents is a fair price 
for middling today,’ said a well-known 
buyer on Forsyth street yesterday. ‘The 
demand is fairly good and so is the supply. 
We have been busy at this warehouse 
since early this morning and the receipts 
are good. How long the supply will con- 
tinue at these prices is something we can’t 
tell, but the cotton seems to roll in as 
though fancy prices were being paid.” 

Twenty dollars was an average sum to 
realize from a bale of cotton on the streets 
yesterday. One farmer sold six bales and 
received only $107 for the lot. Some bales, 
where they were heavy and the cotton was 
free from any discoloration, brought more 
but the average bale figured out about $20 
when the farmer received his check. 

The receipts have been very heavy so far. 
The shipments, too, have been good and 
out of an. estimated receipt of 100,900 bales 
there is a stock now of only 14,600, showing 
that the cotton has been shipped out al- 
most as fast ag it has been received.

She Should Be ‘Paid 


In a series of interviews published in The 
New York Journal, Sunday, the subject of 
“As Woman Works She Should Be Paid,”’ 
Was Ciscussed by a number of well-known 
women. 

Elizabeth Cady Stanton sald: 


“For fifty years I. have advocated equal 
compensation for women when their work 
is as meritorious as that performed by men. 
While the problem has not been solved, yet 
on looking back half a century I can gee 
what great advances have been made. In 
the arts women are »yaid as much or more 
than men. If a woman paints a good pic- 
ture, or executes a splendid piece of statu- 
ary, or develops talent as a musician, there 
is no discrimination against her on account 
of her sex. Thse injustice of paying, wo- 
men less wages simply because they are 
women is all the greater b2cause most 
women whv leave their homes and go out 
to work do so from necessity, and not from 
choice. I believe every woman should be 
trained so that she could support herself, 
if the emergency should eveg arise. In 
these days of fierce business competition 
there are so many reverses, and #0 many 
men go down in the struggle, that even 
the women who are most sheltered by 
wealth may find themselvea, by some acci- 
Gent, forced to become wage earners. 

“Self-development, I might almost say 
self-assertion, is the first requisite for 
women. They have become so inured to 
the idea of self-sacrifice that they do not

The 
sex the laborer does not enter into the 
valueWaf a manufactured article any more 
than tionality or religion, and it would be 
preposterovs to say that wages should be 
scaled according to the birthplace and creed 
of the laborer. Laborers contribute merely 
strength and skill, and for equal contribu-. 
trons should receive equal reward. ‘That 
would be exact justice and business equity. 
But the wages of men and women are not 
adjusted on principles of morals. The 
laborer’s right is not consjdered. The em- 
ployer gives, not what is just, but what he 
mvst. Justice’ and equity are not recog- 
n°zed as factors in the determination of 
wages.

Chancellor Boggs To 
Speak at the Capitol 


Chancellor Boggs, of the University of 
Georgia, will speak at the state capitol 
Thursday morning in favor of the opeuing 
of the university to women. The fact that 
the women of Georgia are taking great in- 
terest in this matter will render any action 
upon the bill before the house of the great- 
est interest to them, and the galleries will 
be filled with feminine enthusiasts ready to 
appiaud Dr. Boggs in his expressions favor- 
ing co-education. 

The announcement made in the woman’s 
club’in reference to Chancellor Boggs’s ap- 
pearance in the general assembly for the 
purpose of favoring the entrance of women 
to the university was received with much 
interest, and the club members were urged 
to be present in the capitol Thursday 
morning 

This thatier of co-education tn the state 
university is one that is interesting all am- 
bitious women, and some very able articles 
have been written by prominent women in 
the state, both old and young. 

Miss Rosa Woodberry is justly regarded as 
one of the brightest young women in Geor- 
gia, and has zealously advocated the cause 
of co-education, and in a recent article on 
the subject said: “According to the testi- 
mony of our Georgia orators, if they have 
not all kissed the blarney stone, Georgia 
is mainly what its women have made it. 
If woman is responsible, even in part, for 
its present. high grade of prosperity and 
progress, what the state might be now if 
Georgia women had received from the sjate 
for the past fifty years the education that 
Georgia boys have been given, is an ideal 
‘might have been’ too tantalizing to dwell 
upon. What women can do in higher edu- 
cation is proved by the work of the many 
who have been, and are now, far beyond 
their state working in the universities of 
sections that do not see things put in the 
ight that Georgia has seen them. Our 
women win distinction, honors, degrees 
abroad, and when they come home no 
praise is too laudatory for them. ‘Our 
girls,’ exclaims Georgia, ‘have won this. 
Our girls are always ahead; our girls know 
what pluck is; our girls maintain the honor 
of Georgia.’ ”’ 

It is an open question whether the dis- 
tinction of our girls abroad is the most 
complimentary tribute to the grade of 
higher education offered at home and our 
girls usually remain away from us, for 
their friends and interests are in and about 
their new home; the young women who 
would be a crowning glory to the state are 
thus given up to enrich the culture and 
promote the growth of their adopted home. 
and yet with what intense state pride we 
hold their names, if not their substance. 

The very men in-the Georgia legislature 
that proclaim themselves against higher 
education and assert that the industrial 
training and normal school work in common 
school studies is all that Georgia need pro- 
vide for the girls, are the self-same men 
who will abroad sing the praises of our 
university educated girls. They will cast 
their vote against higher education and go 
off to Alabama or South Carolina, or New 
York and toast women—Georgla, women. 
Their actual appreciation and desire for it 
is just about as thorough and intimate as 
that of the young southern orator who de- 
clared in his sophomoric intensity of the 
glory of the confederate flag and could not 
distinguish in his gesticulation between the 
southern cross and the stars and stripes. 

It would be remarkable not to recetve op- 
position. to state university education for 
women from those in the state who can- 
not appreciate the distinction between col- 
lege culture and grammar school work, be- 
tween carefully trained mind and hand and 
self-made desultory effort. » 

It would be passing strange for us to 
hear of no opposition from those who be- 
lieve that women can accomplish all that 
is necessary in life by getting a high school 
diploma, and that they do not, and would 
not, expect more from our young women 
than to speak good Bnglish and be agree- 

le. 
aie Scylla Thomas, editor of the wo- 
man’s department of The Dalton Argus, 
and a bright and prominent member of 
the Federation. of Woman's Clubs, says 
on the subject of coeducation:

“Adjutant General Vincent said today 
that nothing official concerning the O’Brien 
case has reached the war department. He 
had seen the statement in the newspapers, 
but the official document, he said, would go 
first to department headquarters at Gov- 
ernor’s island, New York harbor, before 
reaching Washington. 

“A similar statement was made by Colo- 
nel Gilmore, of General Miles’s staff, at 
army headquarters. The resignation of 
Lieutenant O’Brien would not surpr.se 
those members of the service who are fa- 
miliar with his habits.

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REAR ADMIRAL RHIND IS DEAD. 


Alabamian Serves 2 Life Time in the 
United, States Navy. 

Washington, November 9.—The navy de- 
partment has received from Admiral Bunce 
a telegram announcing the death, in New 
York, of Admiral Alex C. Rhind, retired. 
He entered the navy as a midshipman from 
Alabama in September, 1838, and his 
earlier services were in the John Adams, of 
the Pacific squadron, and the Constellation, 
on the coast of Africa. 

At the beginning of the civil war he com- 
manded the steamer Crusader on the south 
Atlantic blockade and. participated in a 
series of operations in Edisto sound, for 
which he received ‘the thanks of the navy 
department.

counties be allowed to control their own 
school matters; that the county school 
boards buy the books and rent them to the 
children at such fees as may cover the first 
cost and ordinary wear and tear during 
the first five years’ contract. It is further 
recommended that such counties as may 
desire the free book system authorize the 
county boards to furnish them free under 
sueh plans as they may adopt. It is rec- 
ommended that the changes in schoolbooks 
be exceedingly rare, in order to avoid 
useless expense. The report says that after 
examining the price of books in those 
states that have uniformity, it is found 
that none of them buy the best books 
any cheaper than they are purchased in 
Georgia.

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The governor's message does not contain 
much that is new in regard to the school- 
book question. It is. in full, as foliows: 


The Governor’s Message. 


“To the General Assembly—I herewith 
transmit the majority and minority re- 
owhey made by the members of the shool- 

k commission, appointed under Treso- 
lution number 49, of the general assem- 
biy, approved December 26, 1896. 

“In. recommending the creation of this 
commission in 1896, I said: 

“"The pian adopted by the state for the 
printing of the reports of the supreme 
court and of the new code’is yielding re- 
sulis of the most satisfactory character. 
Georgia Reports, which were sold at $5.60 
per volume, when printed by individuals 
on their own account, the state is now 
publishing and selling at a net cost of $2 
per volume. The additional volumes pr ‘nt- 
ed after the first edition is exhausted are 
printed at a cost of $1 per volume to the 
State, and sold at $1.50 per volume.’ 

“Under recent contract for additional 
volumes of supreme court reports, after 
exhaustion of the first edition, the cost is 
$0.99 per volume, complete and delivered 
to the state. 

“The code of 1882, in one volume, contain- 
ing 1482 pages, printed on private account, 
was sold to the public at $10 per copy. 


Compared with Code. 


“Under the act of the general assembly 
providing for the printing of the code of 
1895, on state account, the three volumes, 
containing 3136 pages, cost something less 
than $4 for the three volumes.

“IT submit to you the consideration of the 
question, discussed in the majority and mi- 
nority reports with the confident belief that 
you possess the wisdom to discern and 
the courage to apply the remedy.” 
Western ani Atlantic Right-of-Way. 

In this message the governor also has 
something to say of the right of way of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad at Mari- 
etta. The rest of the message, which is de- 
voted to this matter, is as follows: 

“At the session of the general assembly 
in 1896, there was passed a resolution en- 
titled ‘A resolution authorizing the Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Northern Railway Company 
to acquire certain r.ghfts in the use of the 
right of way of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad in and near the city of Marietta.’ 

“By*virtue of authority granted in said 
resolution, I appointed ag arbitrator Hon. 
Dupont Guerry, of the county of Bibb. His 
report to me accompanies this message and 
fully explains the failure to adjust the ques- 
tion submitted. 

“Since this report of Mr. Guefrry and the 
evidence submitted to the arbitrators, 
which is now in possession of Hon. W. A. 
Wimbish, special attorney for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, give the necessary 
information, I recommend that there be no 
further effort made to arbitrate. It is the 
state’sgproperty, and the only thing neces- 
sary to be done is for the general assem- 
bly, if it desires to sell, to pass an act fixing 
the price at which it may be sold. From 
the best ev.dence at my command, I am of 
the opinion that we should keep the prop- 
erty or realize for it at least eight thou- 
sand dollars. 

“Hon. Dupont Guerry and Hon. W. A. 
Wimbish will each be pleased to give you 
in this matter whatever aid they can ren- 
der. 

‘“T hope this can be disposed of at the 
present session of the general assembly. 
as the Atlanta, Knoxviile and Northern 
Railroad Company is now occupying this 
right of way and should be required to pay 
for its use or be removed from its posses- 
sion.’’ 


THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


The Manhattan Fire Insurance Company 
of NewYork has succeeded the Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company, which is no more 
in name. The Old Mutual Fire occupied 
a peculiar position. It was unlike mutual 
companies in everything except in name, 
and it got rid of the name so as not to be 
longer coufounded with them in that re- 
spect. There is an occasional strong mu- 
tual company, but the genuine mutual as 
a rule has a rocky time. 

There were more reasons than one for 
changing the name. The process was slow. 
A former president, Armstrong, brought 
a suit to prevent the change, and he kept 
annoying the company for some time, but 
last week ail arrangements were completed 
for the new baptism. 

Mr. Thomas Peters, the general agent in 
this territory, celebrated the event by a 


reception from 11 o’clock until 3 o’clock in 


the afternoon. He had a great many visi- 
tors, including a number of the leading ir- 
surance men of the country. There was an 
appetizing lunch and there were more 
things than policies which came under the 
head of Manhattan. 

No change has occurred in the identity 
of the company and the policy contracts 
of the old Mutual Fire are now those of 
the Manhattan Fire, and substitution of 
policies is entirely unnecessary. The com- 
pany has a capital stock paid up in cash 
of $250,000. R. A. Loewenthal, of New York, 
is president. When this company first came 
south it started in to write any amount 
of insurance above $10,000. It would not 
take small amounts, but would jump at a 
$50,000 risk. This business policy has been 
modified and now the company writes the 
smaller sums. 

In taking the ae cee the Mutual 
adopted the name of a company which went 
out of business some years ago. Among 
Mr. Peters’s guests on Monday were three 
or four former agents of the old Manhat- 
tan years ago. The “at home” was a very 
pleasant occasion, and the Manhattan Fire 
had many a cordial wish for a continuation 
of its solid prosperity. 


Insurance Commissioner Cutting, of Mas- 
sachus¢tts, has brought suit for the ap- 
pointment of a receiver to wind up the af- 
fairs of the Bay State Beneficiary Asso- 
ciation, of Westfield. 


T. Fenwick, of London, is an English 
promoter of ‘nsurance companies who is 
being roundly roasted on a new scheme 
which he has sprung. He calls it the Non- 
Tariff Mutual Fire Insurance Company. 
The English papers say that it is a clear 
ease of swindle. Fenwick has been in simi- 
lar schemes before. 


Something new in insurance has been 
sprung in Vienna under the name, The In- 
ternational Accident Company. The com- 
pany provides for the future of. children 
who may meet with an accident which 
would cause permanent, partial or total 
invalidity, whereby their ability to earn 
a livelihood later on {is impaired or pre- 
vented. 

There is no medical examination and the 
premiums are very moderate for the sim- 
ple insurance. The rate is one and a half 
florins for every 1,000 florins, but after the 
insurance has run three years the premium 
is reduced by 10 per cent and after every 
additional three years by 5 per cent, so 
that after fifteen years it is reduced by 
30 per cent. In ease of an accident causing 
total invalidity, the company pays an an- 
nuity of 5 per cent on the sum insured dur- 
ing the minority, and on the child coming 
of age (it appears the twenty-fourth year 
in Austria) the whole amount insured is 
paid. In case Of partial invalidity, the pay- 
ments are in proportion. The payment be- 
fore the coming of-age is to provide the 
parents with the means of increased ex- 
penditure, necessitated by the invalidity of 
the child, while the capital isto: secure 
means for the future.

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ROGERS I TRIED 


ON GRAVE CHARGE 


Prominent Waco, Physician Accused of 
Making Spurious Money. 


CASE BEFORE JUDGE NEWMAN 


Some Strong Evidence Introduced by 
Government Yesterday. 


ROGERS WAS BETRAYED BY HIS PARTNER 


Chargei with Having* Made Good Sup- 
ply of Ten-Dollar Gold Pieces. 
Evidence in the Case. 


Dr. Thomas Edgar Rogers, at one time 
one of the most prominent citizens of Har- 
ralson county, was placed on trial in the 
United States court yesterday morning 
on the serious charge of counterfeiting. 
‘he government authorities accuse him of 
having made a lot of spurious coin, and 
the evidence introduced yesterday was not 
favorable to the prisoner. 

The cefendant is represented by Hon. 
Felix Cobb and J. C. Holderness, of Car- 
roliten. The trial was not completed yes- 
terday, not all the evidence having been 
totroduced, buc a verdict is expected today. 

Pegers was arrested in July, 18%, by 
Captain Forsyth, of the United States 
secret service. The officer found a good 
supply of counterfeit paraphernalia in the 
home of Dr. Rogers, which gave every evi- 
dence of unlawful manufacture of colin. 
The defendant. it is said, had been car- 
ryiag on his bireiness for a long time be- 
foce he was detected, and had manufactur- 
ed a good stipply of spurious coin. He 
seemed to have made a specialty of ‘ten- 
dollar gold rieces, and his imitations were 
hard to discern from the genuine article. 

Rogers was tLetsayca in his business by 
H. M. Reed, of Waco, whom Rogers wished 
to take in as a partner after swearing 
him to secrecy. Reed, however, did not 
remain true to his trust. No sooner had 
Rogers told him of his offer than Reed 
went to the sheriff of the county and di- 
vulged the whole scheme, 

Tine sheriff then advised Reed to enter 
the partnership with Rogers and secure 
evidence of hig unlawful work. . Reed acted 
on this advice, and according to his state- 
ment Rogers was undoubtedly in the 
money manufacturing business at a good 
profit. Reed then made another report to 
the sheriff, which resulted in the arrest 
of Rwugers. Thie event created. quite a 
sensation in Waco and Haralson coun- 
ty. as the yshye-cian had always enjoyed 
the contidence of the people there. 

The first witness for the prosecution 
yesterday morning was Captain Forsyth, 
who stated how he had found counter- 
feiting paraphernalia, consisting if molds, 
metal, coins, ett., in Rogers’s home, and 
how he had later placed him under arrest 
after having been notified by the sheriff. 

H. M. Reed, the erstwhile partner of the 
defendant, proved the strongest witness 
for the prosecution. He told of how he 
had beep in pertnership with Dr. Rogers, 
and how the latter had been manufact- 
u-iung the spurious money.

HOSPITAL REPORT 
IS NOW IN ORDER 


Investigating Committees Completed Its 
Task Yesterday. 


OFFICIALS ARE _ EXONERATED 


Report Will Show There Has Been No 
Mismanagement at All. 


SEVERAL SUGSESTIONS WILL -BE MADE 


Assistant City Attorney Pendleton Is 
Preparing the Report, Which He 
Will Submit Saturday. 


oe 


The investigation of the Grady hospital is 
at an end and there is now nothing more 
for the committee to do but to have its 
report written and formally submit it to 
the city council. 

The report has not yet been written, but 
it is known positively what it whl contain. 
The hospital officials have announced that 
they feared nothing at the hands of the 
committee and they were upheld in this 
position by the members of the commit- 
tee. 

The report will exonerate completely the 
management of the hospital and the of- 
ficilals connected with the institution, for 
all the charges that have been preferred. 
It will be recommended, however, that 
certain radical changes be made in the 
management of the hospital. 

This latter recommendation reflects no 
discredit upon the management of the hos- 
pital. It was merely one of the natural 
outcomes of. the investigation. In the fu- 
ture the hospital will be on the same basis 
witb reference to the city council as the 
remainder of the city institutions. 

The officials of the hospital naturally 
feel very much elated over the result of 
the investigation, but none of them will 
talk of the report, except to say that it 
was not unexpected by them, as they knew 
there had been no mismanagement. 

The entire committee repaired to the. of- 
fice of Mayor Collier yesterday afternoon 
directly after dinner, where the work of 
examining the witnesses was continued. As 
has been the policy of the committee since 
it first began its work, the investigation 
was carried on behind closed doors and 
with the greatest possiodle secrecy. 

The last witness examined was Dr. Brew- 
ster, of the hospital staff, and then the 
members of the committee sat in delibera- 
tion. It was 5 o’clock before the little party 
broke up, and then they went with closed 
lips. The committee will meet again next 
Saturday afternoon for the last time, when 
a draft of the report will be submitted for 
council. 

It will be drawn by Judge Pendleton, one 
of the city attorneys, who Aas attended 
all of the meetings of the committee. It 
will be typewritten, but it is not expected 
to be lengthy, as none of the testimony 
of the witnesses was taken down by a 
stenographer. The report will deal some 
what with the charges of mismanagement 
and will say that while those who inaugu- 
rated the investigation had good grounds 
for their action, yet there has not been in 
the past enough mismanagement to cause 
any worry as to the future of the hos- 
pital. 

The report will declare that the institu- 
tion is in good hands ang that no change 
is needed or advisable. The report will, 
however, recommend that two changes be 
made in the management of the hospital. 
One of these is to have the officials of the 
hospital turn over to the city treasurer all 
of the funds coming into their posses- 
s'on. 

The other is to so change the official 
name of the relief committee of the council 
as to have it Known as the relief and 
hospital committee. The report will sug- 
gest that the chairman of the relief and 
hospital commiitee be an ex-officio mem- 
ber of the board of trustees of the hos- 
pital. 

These are the only changes that will he 
recommended by the committee, and one 
of its members stated last night that they 
were no reflection upon the hospital of- 
ficials. The report will be submitted at the 
next meeting of the city council and it is 
more than probable that it will be adopted.

PLAINTIFFS WIN 


THE HOTEL CASE 


Verdict Was Roache? Yesterday in the 
Alhambra Litigation. 


THE LIEN TO BE FORECLOSED 


Busy Day in Both the Superior and 
the City Courts. 


ATLANTA HARDWARE COMPANY CASE UP 


Mr. T. D. Meador Was Yestetday Made 
Permanent Receiver for the 
Company. 


The jury in the case of Moudy & Brew- 
ster against Mallard, Stacy & Co. yester- 
day returned a verdict for the full amount 
against the defendants. which was $3,613.90, 
together with interest, also “nding a Nen 
for the plaintiffs, foreclosing it.on the Al- 
hambra hotel. 

The case had been on trial before Judge 
Reid in the first division of the city court 
for two whole days. In July, 1895, as shown 
by the evidence, Mallard. Stacy & Co. 
made a contract with the George H. Holli- 
day Lumber Company for the construction 
of the Alhambra hotel, which was to be 
completed by September 18th following, so 
that the building could be used during the 
exposition rush of visitors to-the city. ‘The 
lumber company claimed that it. completed 
the building according to the contract and 
it then assigned {ts lien to Moody & Brew- 
stew. 

Mallard, Stacy & Co. dented that the 
Holliday Lumber Company completed the 
building according to the contract and the 
plans and specifications. They claimed the 
plans required the lumber company to put 
in heating apparatus, which was not done, 
and that the cost of the heating apparatus 
was paid by them when it should have 
been furnished by the contractors. They 
also claimed that the hotel was not finish- 
ed by the time stated in the contract and 
that on account of the delay in receiving 
the building many guests were lost to 
the hotel company by which the company 
was damaged in the sum of $2,000, which 
they asked the court to give them in a 
judgment against the plaintiffs. 

The testimony showed that the hotel was 
to be completed and delivered to the hotel 
company for the sum of $10,400 and the de- 
fendants had paid all except $3,613.90, and 
the claim of the defendants was that they 
should be relieved from paying this amount 
because the lumber company failed to put 
in the heating apparatus, failed to finish 
the hotel by the time specified in the con- 
tract and also failed to give the defendants 
credit for certain payments alleged to have 
been paid. Messrs. Arnold & Arnold, Ros- 
ser & Carter and Charles W. Smith repre- 
sented the plaintiffs, and the defendants 
were represented by Messrs. Anderson, Fel- 
der & Davis. 


T. D. Meador Is Permanent Receiver. 
The hearing for receiver in the case of 
the creditors against the Atlanta Hard- 
ware Company came up yesterday morning 
before Judge Lumpkin. After a conference 
between the attorneys in the case for the 
various parties, Judge Lumpkin appointed 
Mr. T. D. Meador as permanent receiver. 

Receiver Meador was authorized to take 
at once an inventory of the stock in the 
store and ascertain the exact condition of 
the company’s business and hold the assets 
until the future orders of the court. 

It will be remembered that on Tuesday 
last the Atlanta Hardware Company filed 
mortgages and on that day a bill was filed 
asking for a receiver, attacking the mort- 
gages. The creditors are represented by 
FF). M. and G. F. Mitchell, A. J. Orme and 
N. J. and T. A. Hammond, and the company 
is represetied by Anrold & Arnold. 


Turner Willis Wants Damages. 

The entire day yesterday was taken up 
in the second division of the city court in 
the trial of the damage suit which Turner 
Willis filed several weeks ago against the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company. 

Willis claims that in February, 1896, he 
Was attempting to drive a team over the 
railroad tracks at Humphries street and 
that he was seriously and permanently in- 
jured by being struck by the train. He 
asks that he be given a judgment against 
the company for $5,000. 

After a portion of the testimony had 
been introduced, Judge Berry sent the jury 
out to the place where the accident oc- 
curred so that the jurors could see for 
themselves just how the accident occurred. 
The case will probably be completed today. 
The plaintiff is represented by Arnold & 
Arnold and C. D. Hill and the road by its 
attorneys, I*orsey, Brewster & Howell, and 
Howell C. Erwin. 


A Firm Changes Hands. 


The firm of Webb Bros. & Co., doing 
the only exclusive wholesale cigar business 
in the city, has sold out and discontinued 
business. The firm was composed of 
Messrs. W. I. and George Webb and Eu- 
gene Christian, and has done a good bus- 
iness m the southern states since locating 
here about two years ago.
